we completely geeked out,” 
she said.

Moon,” “Starry River of the 
Sky,” and “When the Sea 
Turned to Silver.”

Lin, who lives in Somer- 
ville, is the daughter of Tai- 
wanese immigrants and grew 
up in upstate New York. As 
a child, she dreamed of be- 


coming a champion ice skat- 


er and drew many pictures 
of herself skating. Not hav- 
ing the coordination needed 
to become a skater, Lin de- 
cided to focus on her talent 
of illustrating. 

After attending the 
Rhode School of Design, she 
set out to write and illustrate 
children’s books. Her first 
text, “The Ugly Vegetable,” 
won several awards includ- 
ing the California Young 
Readers Choice Award and 
the American Booksellers 
Association Pick of the List 
in 1999. About a dozen oth- 
er books followed. 

Several Parker School 
students volunteered to act 
out characters and scenes of 
“Starry River of the Sky” in 
front of their classmates 

Students also got a les- 
son in illustrating. Each 
student was given a piece 
of paper and they followed 
Lin step by step as she drew 
a lion’s face on a large draw- 
ing pad. 

Parker School principal, 


Dr. Maryanne Palmer, said 
she invited Lin to visit the 
school after seeing her at a 
conference. 

“IT was so inspired by her 
words, I wanted her to come 
to our school,” she said 

Palmer noted that Park- 
er School has a 70 percent 
Asian student population 
and thought Lin’s books, 
based on Chinese stories, 
would be inspiring. 

Throughout the halls of 
the school were drawings 
created by the students based 
on one of Lin’s books. 

“We did a whole school 
read of ‘When the Mountain 
Meets the Moon,’ said Palm- 
er.

‘Francis X.’ And 
The ‘First’ Telethon 


ike many of you we 
were saddened to learn 
the passing- of comedian 


. Jerry Lewis Aug. 20 atthe 


age of 91. 

Lewis was perhaps best 
known as a comedian and 
actor. But he was more than 
a Hollywood legend. For 
more than 40 years he cham- 
pioned the cause for Muscu- 
lar Dystrophy serving as the 
national chairman for MDA 
and its popular Labor Day 
telethon. 

Every Labor Day, mil- 
lions of viewers would tune 
into the Jerry Lewis MDA 
Telethon that over the course 
of its run raised millions of 
dollars in the fight against 
muscular dystrophy. MD is 
a group of muscle diseases 
— many will eventually be- 
come unable to walk. It re- 
mains an incurable disease. 

MDA began its Jerry 
Lewis Labor -Day telethon 
in 1966. 

But the first event for a 
patient with muscular dys- 
trophy actually occurred 
nine years prior to that first 
telethon in 1957 — 60 years 
ago this fall. 

Longtime readers of The 
Sun are probably familiar 


with this story. We feel com- 


pelled to share it again with 
the passing of Mr. Lewis. 

It was written by my fa- 
ther, Henry Bosworth, and 
appeared in our Thursday, 
Sept. 2, 1999 issue. 

Here are Henry’s words: 

I wonder how many 
know about the ‘first’ tele- 
thon that was telecast across 
the country for an audience 
of just one — a lonely little 
boy? 

And no money was raised 
for MDA. 

Jerry Lewis produced 
that one, too, with a million 
dollar cast supporting him.

It goes back to October, 
1957, when I was a reporter 
at the old Boston Traveler. 

A letter from Doris Reyn-

He was going to be 9 on 
Oct. 8.

Photographer Frank 
Kelly of Wollaston and I 
went down to the hospital. 
We met a handsome young- 
ster with one of the biggest 
smiles in the world, despite 
the heartache of loneliness. 

Kindly, Dr. Kurt Jelli- 
neck filled us in on a trag- 
ic background. The boy’s 
mother was dead and- his 


father incarcerated for her. 


death. Two reasons the boy 
was lonely. 

Because of the circum- 
stances we decided not to 
use his full name. We re- 
ferred to him as “Francis X” 
(Francis was his first name) 
and as “Little Boy Blue.” 

What did he want for his 
birthday? 3 

“Four or six cards,” he 
replied. “Funny cards.” 

Kelly took a touching 
photo of Francis seated in 
his wheelchair — back to the 
camera — looking out the 
window for the visitors who 
never came.

MANY YEARS after that first ‘telethon,’ Jerry Lewis read 


about the story of “Francis X.” with its author, Henry Bos- 
worth, during a visit to Children’s Hospital in Boston. Francis 
died in 1966 a few weeks after his 18th birthday.

THIS IS A 1923 real photo postcard view of what was 
known as Klein’s Corner at the intersection of Beale and 
Hancock Streets in Wollaston Center. Paul Klein, axho 
lived a short distance away on Beach Street, owned the 
building and operated his drug store on the corner here 
until 1930. Notice the symbolic mortar and pestle just 
to the right above the entrance. Originally a single-level 
building Klein added the second floor just before this 
picture was taken. After the building was sold the drug 
store had a number of different names until it became 
known as the Blackwood Pharmacy. The corner store 
was a drugstore for over 80 years until the Blackwood 


Pharmacy moved to Quincy Center in 2002. It then 
became the Grandasia Bridal and Fashion Shop for a 
few years, but they also relocated to Quincy Center and 
the store has been vacant ever since. The interesting 
chalkboards on both sides of the corner entrance are 
pretty much impossible to read except the top of the one 
on the left has the time of high tide.

New Online Service For Replacing SS Cards 


‘The Social Security Ad- 
ministration announces the 
expansion of online services 
for residents of Massachu- 
setts available through its 
my Social Security portal 
at www.socialsecurity.gov/ 
myaccount. 

Nancy A. Berryhill, Act- 
ing Commissioner of Social 
Security, says residents of 
Massachusetts can use the 
portal for many replace- 
ment Social Security num- 
ber (SSN) card requests. 
This will allow people to 
replace their SSN card from 
the comfort of their home or 
office, without the need to 
travel to a Social Security 
office. 

“T’m pleased to offer the 
residents of Massachusetts 
the added convenience of 
replacing a Social Security 
card through the my Social 
Security portal,” Berryhill 
said. “We will continue to 
work on innovative initia- 
tives to provide people with 
safe, secure and convenient 
options for doing business 
with us online or in per- 
son.” 

The agency is conduct- 
ing a gradual roll out of 
this service; Massachusetts 
is one of the states, plus 
the District of Columbia, 
where this option is avail- 
able. Throughout 2017, the 
agency will continue to ex- 
pand the service = to 
other states. 

US. citizens age 18 or 
older and who are residents 
of Massachusetts can re- 
quest a replacement SSN 
card online by creating a my 


Social Security account. In 
addition, they must have a 
U.S. domestic mailing ad- 
dress, not require a change 
to their record (such as a 


name change), and have a 


valid driver’s license, or 


state. identification card in. 


some participating states. 

My Social Security is a 
secure online hub for doing 
business with Social Securi- 
ty, and more than 31 million 
people have created an ac- 
count. In addition to Massa- 
chusetts residents replacing 
their SSN card through the 
portal, current Social Secu- 
rity beneficiaries can man- 
age their account—change 
an address, adjust direct 
deposit, obtain a benefit 
verification letter, or request 
a replacement SSA-1099. 
Medicare beneficiaries can 
request a replacement Medi- 
care card without waiting 
for a replacement form in 
the mail. Account holders 
still in the workforce can 
verify their earnings history 
and obtain estimates of fu- 
ture benefits by looking at 
their Social Security State- 
ment online.

¢ On Sept. 13, 1814, Francis Scott Key pens a poem that 
is later set to music and in 1931 becomes America’s national 
anthem, “The Star-Spangled Banner.”

John Fitzgerald Kennedy of 
Massachusetts marries Jacqueline Lee Bouvier, a photog- 
rapher for the Washington Times-Herald, in Rhode Island. 
Kennedy was elected the 35th president of the United States 
seven years later. 

¢ On Sept. 14, 1964, writer John Steinbeck i is presented 
the U.S. Medal of Freedom. His first novel, “Tortilla Flat,” 
about the comic antics of several rootless drifters who share 
a house in California, was published in 1935.

30% Voter 
Turnout Predicted 


More than twice as many Quincy voters are expected to 
stay home than go to the polls in next Tuesday’s Democratic 
and Republican state primaries. 

City Clerk John M. Gillis predicted that no more than 30 
percent of the city’s 47,062 voters would cast ballots. 

“And we'll be lucky if we get 30%,” he added. “There 
are no real big battles to bring the voters out. The interest 
just doesn’t seem to be there.” (Editor’s note: 22,630 or 
48.4% of Quincy’s eligible voters cast ballots.) 

One Quincy name on the ballot, former Lt. Governor 
Francis X. Bellotti, was attempting to make a political 
comeback as a Democratic candidate for Attorney General.

ENROLLMENT DIPS TO 16,000 
AS SCHOOL BELLS RING OUT 

Fifty-four new teachers joined the Quincy Public School 
staff of over 1,000 greeting approximately 16,000 elemen- 
tary, junior high and high school students during opening 
day of the 1974-1972 school year. 

Although enrollment falls short of last year’s official 
registration of 16,203 students, School Superintendent Dr. 
Lawrence P. Creedon said, “The downward trend is not a 
significant one.” (Editor’s note: The school population 
would continue to decrease, bottoming out at approximately 
7,900 in 1989-1990.) .

After months’ of staying 

up late at night, zoning out 
in front of the TV or video 
game screen, running un- 
tamed outside, and eating 
snacks throughout the day, 
kids are in for an enormous 
adjustment as they venture 
back to school. Most chil- 
dren need assistance transi- 
tioning back into a routine 
with limits for a positive be- 
ginning to the school year. 

Going back to school 
means an end to staying up 
late. To guide your child in 
transitioning back to rising 
early, it’s crucial to institute 
a new sleep routine. 

Begin with going to bed 
one hour earlier every night 
and waking up.early each 
_ Morning until the new rou- 
tine is established. It is im- 
portant to start this a week 
or two before going back to 
school, not the night before 
school starts. 

The National Sleep 
Foundation stipulates guide- 
lines for the amount of sleep 
children should get at vari- 
ous ages. They suggest kids 
between the ages of 3 and 5 
get 10 to 13 hours of sleep a 
night; ages 6 to 13 need 9 to 
11 hours of sleep; and teens 
14 and older should get 8 to 
10 hours of sleep a night. 


This ¢ime of year is also 
a good time for kids to pay 


‘a visit the pediatrician, den- 


tist and eye doctor to en- 
sure their health makes the 
grade. Most pediatrician’s 
offices are jam-packed full 
of patients the week prior 
to school starting. Annual 
checkups should be done by 
a pediatrician before each 
new school year to confirm 
that your child’s medical 
records and vaccinations 
are up to date. You will 
most likely be asked to pro- 
vide this information to the 
school 

Hearing screenings are 
done regularly until about 
age Six or seven and then ev- 
ery two to three years there- 
after. Hearing tests should 
also be performed in between 
these times if you have any 
concéfns. Vision screenings 
are normally done as part of 
a child’s physical exam, so 
parents should request that 
the pediatrician check their 
children’s eyesight before 
classes start. 

According to the CDC, 
tooth decay is one of the 
most common chronic con- 
ditions among children and 
results in an overwhelming 
number of school absentee- 


ism. Proper oral hygiene is a 


~ critical part of a child’s over- 


all health. All kids should 
visit the dentist two times 
a year for routine cleanings 
and they should be encour- 
aged to brush their teeth 
twice a day with fluoridated 
toothpaste. 

For the most part kids 
spend the summer eating dif- 


ferently, with less rules and 


more treats, before school 
commences, it may be wise 
to make some changes. 
While lingering in the final 
days of summer, get your 
child back into the habit of 
eating three regular meals 
a. day: breakfast, lunch and 
dinner. If possible families 
should try to sit down for 
meals together to aid the 
child in resetting the routine. 
It’s also beneficial to check 
with ygur child’s school to 
find out about lunch options 
and meal schedules before 
the school year starts. Be 
sure and inform the school 
if your child has any food 
allergies. 

Backpacks crammed 
with books and school sup- 
plies can put a strain on 
your child’s neck, shoulders 
and back. Make sure when 
purchasing a backpack it

is sturdy enough to carry a 
heavy load. 

The American Academy 
of Pediatrics recommends 
that kids always use both 


- shoulder straps when wear- 


ing a backpack. Slinging a 
backpack over one shoul- 
der can cause severe mus- 
cle strain. Also, it might be 
worthwhile to check with 
your school to see if they 
allow rolling backpacks, 
which may be a suitable op- 
tion for students who have a 
lot to carry. 

The American Academy 
of Pediatrics also suggests 
creating a home environ- 
ment that is conducive to 
studying and doing home- 
work. Childré# need a con- 
sistent work space either in 
their bedroom or another 
part of the home that is 
quiet, free of distractions, 
and promotes learning. It’s 
a valuable idea to schedule 
a consistent time for home- 
work so the child develops 
a routine. 

Make certain that home- 
work time is void of distrac- 
tions such as TV, cell phones 
or other electronic devices. 
If your child seems to be 
struggling with a particular

subject or can’t focus, dis- 
cuss this with a teacher or 
school counselor to deter- 
mine the most appropriate 
resolution. 

If your child has ADD 
or ADHD, odds are you’ve 
been able to get through 
summer months a little sim- 
pler because kids are run- 
ning around releasing an 
abundance of pent up ener- 
gy. To facilitate them in re- 
adjusting and refocusing on 
the demands of school, re- 
strict screen time and re-es- 
tablish a consistent reading 
schedule into your child’s 
daily routine preferably a 
few weeks before school 
starts. Settling on regular 
meal times and morning and 
bedtime practices are also 
beneficial concepts. © 

It is imperative that once 
school commences, _ that 
you make sure your child’s 
emergency telephone num- 
ber and contact information 
is accurate and kept cur- 
rent. The child’s physician 
and dentist also need to be 
listed. The school nurse 
should be made aware of all 
the medications your child 
takes, even those medicines 
that are taken only at home.

Dear Rusty: My wife is 66 and not collecting S.S. She 
wants to wait until age 70 to collect the larger benefit, but 
I know she could collect now and her payments will grow 
if she continues to work until age 70 because there were at 
least 4 years that she had no income and several years where 
her income was only $2k - $3k. In the next 5 years she will 
earn around $25K per year. My question is, what will be 
the difference in benefits at age 70 if she just waits to col- 
lect versus if she collects now and continues to contribute to 
S.S? Our birth dates are 12/1950 (wife) and 05/1953. I am 
not yet collecting benefits. Signed: Trying to Maximize 
our diese 

Dear Trying: The first thing to keep in mind is that 
for each year of your wife’s working career her earnings 
are adjusted for inflation before her benefit calculation is 
done. So, for example, $3,000 earned in 1971 would, for 
purposes of computing her benefit, be adjusted to about 
$21,450 in today’s dollars. The same is true for earnings in 
each of the years up to when your wife turned 60 years old, 
but only to the maximum taxable earnings for each year. So 
your wife’s benefit would only increase as a result of her 
working now if she earned more than any of the inflation- 
adjusted earnings for one or more of the years in the 35 
years used to calculate her benefit. However, replacing any 
years in which she had zero earnings would improve her 
benefit a small amount. 

Since your wife has reached her Social Security “full re- 
tirement age” of 66, she’s entitled to 100 percent of what’s 
called her “primary insurance amount”, or PIA. For each 
year she waits beyond age 66 she’ll earn delayed retirement 
credits (DRCs) to the tune of 8 percent per year, up to age 
70. So if her PIA is $1,000 at age 66, she would instead re- 
ceive $1,320 if she retires at age 70. Considering that any 
adjustment to her PIA from working would actually be very 
small due to the 35 year averaging and earnings indexing, 
the guaranteed 8 percent per year benefit increase would ap- 
pear to be a prudent path. However, there’s another strategy 
you may want to consider. 

Since both of you were 62 years of age prior to Janu- 
ary 1, 2016, you have available to you a strategy known 
as the “Restricted Application.” This “loophole” was closed 
by the Bipartisan Budget Act of 2015 for all except those 
born prior to 1954. Using this strategy, one spouse can be- 
gin receiving benefits and the other spouse can, once they 
reach their full retirement age, file a “Restricted Applica- 
tion for Spousal Benefits Only” and allow their own per- 
sonal benefit to earn Delayed Retirement Credits up to age 
70. This would typically be used to enable a lower-earning 
spouse to begin benefits while the higher-earning spouse’s 
benefit grew to its maximum of 132 percent of PIA. Using 
this strategy, your wife could start her benefits now, and you 
could file the restricted application and collect spousal ben- 


efits from her work record while letting your own grow at 8 


percent per year until you are 70. You would then switch to 


your own larger retirement benefits. At that point your wife - 


could switch to spousal benefits from your record if higher 
than her own, and both of you will have collected benefits 
on her record during the years in between. 

A final note: An important consideration is the poten- 
tial increased survivor’s benefit your wife would be entitled 
to as your widow, since she would get 100 percent of your 
benefit rather than the lower amount she would otherwise 
receive on her own work record (or as your spouse). Note 
too that all of this is predicated upon you maintaining good 
health and adequate financial resources to be able to delay 
applying for Social Security benefits until age 70.

The conceptual plan for 
the site, which does assume 
the city acquires those prop- 
erties, calls for moving the 
maritime center building to 
higher ground located closer 
to Bay View Avenue near 
the vicinity of the current 
boat ramp.

building to higher ground 
on site. 

Scott Winkler, a_ se- 
nior project manager with 
Wessling Architects, said the 
new maritime center would 
measure 50 feet wide and 


80 feet long on the ground 


floor. The second atd third 
stories of the structure 
would be stepped back on 
the ocean side. At its highest 
point, the building would be 
30 feet tall. 

The first floor of the 
building would include re- 
strooms for members of the 
public using the boat ramp 
or swimming nearby; those 
restrooms will be accessible 
even if the rest of the build- 
ing is closed. Also located 
on the first floor would be 
storage space, an office 
and kitchen, a community 
room with space for up to 
75 people, and exhibit space 
showcasing Houghs Neck’s 
history. There would also be 
a deck facing the water on 
the ground level. 

The second floor would 
include a 100-person meet- 
ing room and the third floor 
would house two offices for 
the Quincy Police Marine 
Unit.

Laforest said the mari- 
time center would serve as 
a new home for the Houghs 
Neck Community Council, 
currently based out of 1193 
Sea St. 
nity Health Center, which 
shares the building with the 
neighborhood group, has 
expressed an interest in ex- 
panding its facility on site, 
she added.

The project would also 
include a reconfiguration of 
the parking lot to improve 
the flow of vehicles inside, 
provide a total of 47 spaces 
— about 20 for those with 
boat trailers — including 
new ADA accessible ones, 
reduce the slope of the lot, 
provide stormwater treat- 
ment on site and add more 
green space. Under the 
proposed new traffic flow, 
vehicles would enter from 
Sea Street and exit onto Bay 
View Avenue; the latter road 
would be widened and utili- 
ties along it buried under- 
ground, if the three houses 
were acquired. 

The new 28-foot-wide

‘saltwater pool’ at the end of 
the pier at the Houghs Neck 
Public Landing. The salt- 
water pool, she explained, 
is four floats connected to- 
gether to form a rectangle, 
allowing people to swim 
inside; the pool would have 
no bottom.

¢ Rehearse with children 
their full name, address, and 
phone number (including 
area code) and how to make 
emergency phone calls from 
home and public phones. 

¢ Tell children never to 
accept gifts or rides from 
someone they don’t know 


well. 

¢ Check your neighbor- 
hood for areas that threaten 
children’s safety, like brush 
in wooded areas, overgrown 
shrubbery, abandoned build- 
ings, bad lighting, vacant 
lots littered with debris, no 
sidewalks or bike paths next 
to busy streets. 

¢ Teach children to go 
to a store clerk or security 
guard and ask for help if you 
become separated in a store 
or shopping mall. Tell them 
never to go into the park- 
ing lot alone. Accompany 
your children to public rest 
rooms. 

¢ Teach children no one, 
not even someone they 
know, has the right to touch 
them in a way that makes 
them feel uncomfortable. 
Tell them that they have 
the right to say “No” to any 
adult in this situation.

“T think everyone agrees 
the building as shown — it’s 
design — is beautiful. It’s 
very pretty, but it seems to 
me like a giant building,” 
Davis said. 

In response to concerns 
about the building’s size, 
Laforest noted the site is in 
a Business B zoning district, 
which allows for buildings 
up to four stories .tall and 
houses in the surrounding 
neighborhood, a Residential 
A district, can be up to 35 
feet tall under the city’s zon- 
ing code. She said her own 
house is roughly 30 feet tall, 
the same height as the mari- 
time center is in the concep- 
tual plans. 

Winkler, the architect, 
said the building is the same 
width as the Quincy Yacht 
Club and half the length. 

David McCarthy, who is 
also running for the Ward 1 
seat, said the building would 
not be too big for the neigh- 
borhood. He said the build- 
ing has the same height as 
several houses on nearby 
Homestead Avenue. 

“T think it’s a giant posi- 
tive for the Neck,” McCa- 
rthy said. “I think it’s going 
to fit in.” 

Joseph Murphy, who is 
likewise running for the 


seat, said he has heard from 
residents who are concerned 
about the revamped ramp 
generating more traffic. 

“They are concerned this 
is going to become a mad- 
house on weekend morn- 
ings,’ Murphy said, before 
asking if the lot would be 
staffed and if the city would 
charge non-Quincy residents 
for using it. 

Laforest said the city 
could not charge non-resi- 
dents more than residents 


and said she and Gillan hope - 


there would be no fees for 
using the ramp to promote 
boating. Gillan said Wey- 
mouth does charge residents 
more to use the ramp on the 
Back River, but said it was 
questionable if the town is 
legally allowed to do so. 

In regards having atten- 
dants work the lot, Laforest 
said it would not make fi- 
nancial sense to hire some- 
one to staff a lot with only 
20 trailer spaces. Quincy 
police, she added, are al- 
ready on scene during peak 
periods to oversee the lot 
and assist boaters. 

“During the boating sea- 
son and in particular heavy 
weekends, they bring in 
additional staff,’ Laforest 
said. “They have a presence 
there.”

The congregation was 
able to make the most ur- 
gent repairs using insurance 
money. But the replacement 
of the pinnacle — which is 
made out of concrete, stands 
10 feet tall and weighs 1,800 ~ 
pounds — did not take place 
until the recent project. be- 
gan. 
The project also includes 

the resealing and repointing 

of the mortar that holds the 

Quincy granite of the tow- 

er’s exterior together. 

“It’s 90 years old — it 
went up in 1927 — so it’s 
seen its share of nor’easters, 
hurricanes and lightning 
strikes,” said Jean Wilson, 
a member of Bethany’s bell 
tower committee. 

The weathering of the 
tower has allowed water to 
seep inside. That has caused 
mineral deposits to the 
bricks that line the interior 
of the tower and water dam- 
age to the woodwork inside 
the structure. 

Quincy-based Louis 
Pasqualucci & Son is serv- 
ing as the general contractor 
for the project, and Rock- 
land based Heritage Resto- 
ration is a subcontractor on 
the project. Workers on the 
project are using a bucket 
truck, which can reach up to 
150 feet high, to access the 
exterior of the bell tower. 
‘Bob Pasqualucci said the 
exterior work would take 
about a month to complete. — 

Pasqualucci & Son was 
also the contractor who 
oversaw the installation of 
a new gargoyle when one of 
the four atop the bell tower 
was felled by lightning in 
July 2000. 

The project to restore the 
bell tower has a $460,000 
price tag. The Quincy Com- 
munity Preservation Com- 
mittee allocated a grant of 
$260,000 for the project 
earlier this year, with the 
church paying for the re- 
mainder using insurance 
money and other funds. 

Lisa Aimola, the city’s 
director of community pres- 
ervation, said the restora- 
tion project is an important 
one because the bell tower 
serves as a landmark in the 
heart of Quincy Ceffter. 

“This will be just a love- 
ly restoration and a needed 
restoration,” she said. 

Aimola has visited the 
church several times in re- 
cent weeks, at one point 
climbing into the bell tow- 
er’s interior to see first hand 
the effect water seepage has 
had.

Quincy’s two high 
schools will each have a 


‘full-time athletic director 


under a reorganization plan 


‘approved by the School 


Committee during a special 
meeting. 

The school board on 
Aug. 22 voted 5-1 in favor 
of elevating the athletic di- 
rector position from _part- 
time to full-time status. As 
part of the plan approved at 
the meeting, the MIAA site 
coordinator position at each 
school — a full-time parapro- 
fessional who functioned as 
a de facto assistant athletic 
director — will be eliminat- 
ed. 

Superintendent Dr. Rich- 
ard DeCristofaro told the 
committee he would adver- 
tise the new athletic direc- 
tor positions, which will be 
open to internal and external 
candidates, for two weeks 
starting on Aug. 23 with 
interviews to follow soon 
thereafter. The new athletic 
directors will have a salary 


* in the $70,000 to $90,000 


range. 

DeCristofaro and Mayor 
Thomas Koch, who chairs 
the school board, noted the 
two high schools previously 
had a full-time athletic di- 
rector prior to budget cuts 
made in the wake of the 
2008 recession. Quincy 
High and North- Quincy 
High then shared a full-time 


_athletic director for several 


years before the change to a 
part-time AD at each school 
was made four years ago. _ 

DeCristofaro said the two 
individuals who most re- 


cently served as the athletic 


directors at the high schools 
had decided to resign from 
those. positions because of 
professional and family rea- 
sons. They will still teach 
at the schools and will also 
serve as ADs until replace- 
ments are hired. Their resig- 
nation prompted a review of 
the position. 

“Right now we have two 
openings in the athletic di- 
rectors position, and when 
things like that happen in 
the school system we look 
for other opportunities — 
what else can we do to bet- 


ter serve,” the superinten- 
dent said. 
DeCristofaro said he 


looked to other communi- 
ties that also have two high 
schools, Newton and Plym- 
outh, to see how they handle 
the athletic directors posi- 
tion. Both high schools in 
each of those communities, 
he said, have their own full- 
time AD. — 

James Mullaney, the di- 
rector of business affairs 
for the school system, said 
the current budget includes 
$157,000 in funding for the 
two-part time athletic diréc- 
tors positions and the MIAA 
site coordinators. Those 
funds will instead be used 
to pay the full-time ADs, 
whose combined salaries 
could reach $180,000. Mul- 
laney said the school system 
could make up that potential 
shortfall in funding if neces- 
sary, but did not say where 
the extra money would 
come from, and the money 
could be provided out of the 
city’s budget if needed. 

The switch to full-time 
athletic directors, DeCristo- 
faro said, will allow for bet- 
ter monitoring of students’ 
academic performance and 
better evaluation of coaches 
— the new job description 
requires each AD to attend 
practices and home and away 
games. The switch will also 
allow them to attend MIAA 
and league meetings, which 
the part timers did not have 
time to do because of their 
teaching duties, and help 
oversee programs at the 
middle school level. 

The new hires will also 
play a role in substance-use 
prevention and will be re- 
quired to provide students 
and families with informa- 
tion on opioid use. As part of 
the reorganization, the posi- 
tion will be formally known 
as the director of athletics 
and student wellness. 

Koch recalled his tenure 
as park director, which came 
during the time when each 
high school had its own 
full-time AD. He said hav- 
ing a full-time staff member 
in that role in each school 
allowed better long-term 
planning on a number of is- 
sues, which part timers don’t 
have the time to do. Going 
forward, the mayor said the 
reorganization would hope- 
fully boost participation in 
athletics and provide stu-

dents a new counselor they 
could rely on. 

“T just think -it "makes 
sense for each high school 
to have its own AD,” Koch 
stated. “I think it will pay 
dividends and it’s my hope 
that we’ll see an increase 
in participation in sports in 
each high school. I think an 
AD in the building is like 
another dean, is like another 
mentor, is like another indi- 
vidual that helps those indi- 
viduals get into college.” 

Committee member Anne 
Mahoney cast the lone vote 
against the plan. She said 
the issue should have been 
brought up sooner and more 
time was needed for the po-

“T really do feel like 
we’re pushing the envelope 
to say the least — to look 
for somebody you just de- 
scribed as critical needs in 
the school system and we 
have two weeks to go out 
and get them,” Mahoney 


. said. “This is something we 


could have been discussing 
months ago.” 

Committee member Bar- 
bara Isola expressed some 
concern about the potential 
for a deficit in funding for 
new positions, calling it 
“tenuous.” Isola did vote in 
favor of the proposal, say- 


‘ing the school system would 


benefit from having two full- 
time ADs. She welcomed 
the role the new hires will 
play in terms of athletics at 
the middle school level. 
“We’ve always looked 
at that as something that we 
wanted to really focus on 


and this does that. It creates 


a bridge from our students 
in middle school to our stu- 
dents in high school through 
the athletic directors,” Isola 
said. “I think that’s a benefit 
that can be intangible.” 

Committee members 
Kathryn Hubley and Em- 
ily Lebo both were pleased 
that the wellness component 
would be incorporated into 
the position. 

“Student support services 
being in here with the health 
and wellness, I think that’s 
incredibly important,” Hub- 
ley said. 

Lebo said she was happy

Quincy Native Hurls Again For Harwich Mariners

Teddy Rodliff is trying to 
capitalize on every chance to 
grow as a baseball player. 

The Quincy native kept 
up his summer ball tradition 
by pitching for the Harwich 
Mariners of the Cape Cod 
Baseball League for the sec- 
ond straight summer. 

“It’s great to be back for 
a second year,” he said dur- 
ing a recent interview before 
the season ended earlier this 
month. “I’m back at home. 
It’s great to see the com- 
parison between this year 
and last year. We’ve got the 
same group of personalities. 
It’s a bunch of great guys 
around here. It’s great.” 

Once again, Rodliff was 
a highly versatile arm this 
summer. In his second ten- 
ure with the Hafwich Mari- 
ners, he posted a 3.66 ERA 
in 14 outings, recorded three 
saves and struck out 13 bat- 
ters in 19.2 innings. 

Although he pitches ex- 
clusively in relief in college, 
Rodliff did make a start for 
the Mariners this summer. 
On July 21, he started and 
allowed one earned run over 
4.2 innings in his first start 
since high school. 

“Tt felt sort of deja vu,” 
he said. “It definitely felt 
good to get back into the 
starting role. It reminded me 
how much I liked starting. 
It brings another aspect to 
pitching you can’t get else- 
where.” 

One of Rodliff’s favor- 
ite parts of being able to 
compete in the Cape Cod 
League was being able to 
pitch in front of the local 
crowd once again. 


“Massachusetts base- 


‘ball I’ve grown up with,” 


he said, “so I know a lot of 
good competition comes out 
of Mass: The real talent is 
here. This is the best sum- 
mer league in the country, so 
it’s great to be able to show- 
case the talent at home.” 

In all, it was Rodliff’s 
third tenure in a summer 
collegiate baseball league. 
He also pitched for the Ver- 
mont Mountaineers of the 
New England Collegiate 
Baseball League after his 
freshman year in 2015. 

During this spring, Rod- 
liff was a weapon out of 
Stony Brook’s bullpen. He 
often threw multiple innings 
at a time in high leverage 
situations. Over the course

Over a third of all smartphone users do not take this 
simple security step, leaving themselves vulnerable to 
identity theft and fraud should their smartphone get 
lost or stolen. Make your password difficult to guess, 
avoiding a sequential string like 1-2-3-4. Use a mix of 
numbers and letters if your smartphone allows it. 

SCAM ALERT #3: 

. Look out for fake genealogy sites on the Internet. 
These scam sites pull information from public data- 
bases to make it look like they have lots of information 
about you and your lineage. They lure you into signing 
up so they can steal your personal information — and 
your identity. 

It’s a good idea to research the site before you sign 
up. Do an internet search on the site name with “re- 
views” and “scams” and see what comes up. 

SCAM ALERT #4: 

Tired of illegal robocalls? Report them to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, which is doing something 
about them. The agency is posting a list of numbers 
it gets complaints about daily, along with the general 
subject matter. Then telecommunications carriers and 
other industry partners can use this information as they 
work on call blocking solutions, because those solu- 
tions rely on phone numbers that have been reported.

People exiting and entering 
the station to cross the street 
to the condo development, 
the pedestrian button was 
used after each cycle.

Hello Anneli, 

You bring up a lot of 
good points. 

The City plans to do some 
work clearing the vegetated 
islands of invasive species 
at the new open air sections 
of the Town Brook now that 
the growing season is wind- 
ing down. 

New plantings will be 
done and we will continue 
to monitor this area. We will 
also have the rain gardens in 


the park areas checked for 
invasive species as well. 

Analyzing pedestrian ac- 
cess, connectivity, and con- 
flicts is a primary focus by 
Planning for all new proj- 
ects that come forward. 

The construction of pe- 
destrian bridges to solve 
for areas of chronic conflict 
is growing in interest. The 
main constraint to building 
them as I understand is hav- 
ing enough land to site them 
in order to meet ADA ramp 
requirements and the dif- 
ficulty of siting them in the 
right locations to optimize 
the pedestrian connectivity 
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on each side. 

You mention a couple 
locations where one could 
be built and I can think of 
a couple more. In each in- 
stance it would span a main 
road or the train tracks so 
MassDOT and/or the MBTA 
will be required to endorse 
any proposal to build one. 

_Some good news; the 
City has filed a council order 
to fund the “Traffic-Bicycle- 
Parking-Pedestrian Master 
Plan” that yfifBe introduced 
at next week’s Council 
meeting. I had the chance to 


review the proposed scope 


of work and pedestrian ac- 


cess and safety around the T - 


stations is one of the priority 
areas of the study. 

Once that analysis is 
complete, the City will be in 
a good position to work with 
existing landowners, devel- 
opers, and our state partners 
to advance design and con- 
struction of new pedestrian 
facilities.

In the United States, 
more than 40,600 women 
will die from breast cancer 
this year, according to the 
American Cancer Society. 
In addition, approximately 
252,700 new cases of inva- 
sive breast cancer will be di- 
agnosed. The ongoing battle 
of when women should 
begin to be ‘screened, and 
how frequently they should 
get a mammogram endures. 
Guidelines differ, but a new 
study, reviving the argu- 
ment, estimates thousands 
of U.S. lives could be saved 
if mammograms were done 
every year from age 40 to 
84. In a challenge to more 
conservative recommenda- 
tions that take into account 
both the harms and the 
benefits of screening, U.S. 
researchers reported yearly 
mammograms starting at 
age 40 would prevent the 
greatest amount of deaths 
from breast cancer. 

The study, led by Dr. 
Elizabeth Arleo, a radiolo- 
gist specializing in mam- 
mography at Weill Cornell 
Medicine and New York- 
Presbyterian, found that 
yearly mammograms be- 
tween the age of 40 and 80

‘of 23 to 31 percent with 


current screening recom- 
mendations that call for less 
frequent screening initiating 
at an older age. The study 
published in the Journal of 
Cancer, stated that screen- 
ing annually beginning at 
age 40 is the most advanta- 
geous strategy in preventing 
an early death from breast 
cancer. 

Study co-author R. Ed- 
ward Hendrick, a radiology- 
professor at the University 
Of Colorado School Of 
Medicine and his colleagues 
used computer modeling 
to evaluate the three major 


‘Mammogram recommenda- 


tions: annual screening from 
age 40 to 84; annual screen- 
ing at ages 45 to 54, then 
every other year from 55 to 
79; or every other year from 
50 to 74. The researchers 
estimated how many lives 
would be saved if every 
U.S. woman born in 1960 
followed one of the three 
recommendations each year. 
Deaths from breast cancer 
would drop by an average 
of 40 percent with aanual 
screenings frosa 40 to 84, 
By comparison, breast can- 
cer mortality would decline 
31 perceat with screening 
wmtil age 79. And it would 
drop 23 percent with every- 
other-year mammography 


from 50 to 74, which is 
recommended by the U'S. 
Preventive Services Task 
Force. 

The researchers. found 
that the number of lives 
saved from breast cancer 
would be about 29,400 with 
annual screening from age 
40 to 84; and about 22,800 
and 17,200, respectively, for 
the other two recommen- 
dations. Which approach 
women embraced, would 
make an enormous differ- 
ence in terms of breast can- 
cer deaths averted, accord- 
ing to the study. 

Most.-groups, including 
the American Cancer So- 
ciety and the U.S. Preven- 
tive Services Task Force, a 
government-backed panel, 
concede that screening be- 
ginning at age 40 will dis- 
cover more breast cancers, 
but screening at this age also 
generates the most false pos- 
itive results. For a 40-year- 
old woman who starts mam- 
mography, they pointed out, 
that the odds of having a 
false positive are very high, 
while the odds that the test 
will save your life are very 
minute. That risk/benefit ra- 
tio begias to modify around 
age 47 or 48, when the ben- 
efits of screening outweigh 
the risk of over-diagnosis. 
These groups ascertain also 
that yearly mammograms

starting at 40 would also 
lead to the highest number 
of women being called back 
to doctors’ offices for false 
alarms and biopsies that end 
up being negative. 

Consequently, the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society suggests 
yearly mammograms start- 
ing at. 45, and moving to 
every other year at age 55. 
The U.S. Preventive Servic- 
es Task Force recommends 
screening every two years 
starting at age 50. Currently, 
only about half of women 
over 40 get mammogram 
screening at least once every 
two years, even though one 
in eight is expected to de- 
velop breast cancer in their 
lives. 

This study also had limi- 
tations, however. For in- 
stance, it doesn’t examine 
costs, whether existing ma- 
chines and staff members 
could manage an influx of 
mammogram patients, or 
whether the higher expense 
could be spent in a more 
beneficial mannes. Study 
lead author Dr. Elizabeth 
Kagan Arleo said, “These 
important questions are be- 
yond the scope of our re- 
search”. 

Certainly, false positive 
results that require addition- 
al and unnecessary screen- 


ing remain a concern. But,

according to researchers, 
the average woman in her 
40s getting annual screen- 
ing can expect this to occur 
about once every 12 years. 
In addition, the second most 
cdémmon risk would be a 
woman who does not have 
breast cancer being asked 
to get a breast biopsy. The 
average woman in her 40s. 
getting annual screening 
can anticipate this occurring 
about once every 150 years. 
Other risks include a mam- 
mogram that misses breast 
cancer or a case of breast 
cancer caused by. mammo- 
gram radiation, however, 
these are rare. Hendrick sug- 
gests that if a woman wants 
to maximize her chances of 
averting an untimely bréast 
cancer death she should start 
screening at age 40 and con- 
tinue screening annually un- 
til her life expectancy is less 
than five to seven yeurs. 
-Not every expert concurs. 

Dr. Otis Brawley, chief med- 
ical officer of the American 
Cancer Society, supports the 
mammography ‘Yecommen- 
dations of his organization: 
Starting at 45 instead of 40, 
ualess 40 is preferred, and 
converting to every-other- 
year mammograms at age 
505 
Brawley suggested, “For 
a woman who is 40 years old 
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of average risk, the chances 
that a mammogram is going 
to be important in her health 
over the next five or 10 years 
is really pretty small”. He 
added that mammography is 
an imperfect tool and it will 
be important to develop a 
better test for breast cancer 
than the mammogram as it 
exists today. 

Where you fall in this 
debate depends on whether 
you believe a mammogram 
actually has little effect on 
survival or how you decide 
to trade off the number of 
deaths versus number of un- 
necessary treatments. Clear- 
ly, this is not something . 
everyone will agree on, and 
there’s a good argument that 
the choice to get a mammo- 
gram showld be left up to 
women themselves.

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Bend Points & Meal Testing .

Dear Rusty: I was having coffee with several of my neighbors the other aay, and the 
long-term financial health of Social Security came up. With all of the media coverage of 


_ the program running out of reserves in a few years, the issue of “means testing” for benefits 


came up as a partial solution to the forecasted shortfall. This sounds to me like something 
that should be considered, but then somebody. mentioned that Social-Security is already 
means tested, and he mentioned taxation and something called “bend points.” Now, I’m 
really confused! Can you explain? Signed: Mixed up. 

Dear Mixed: Wow, you and your neighbors get into some pretty deep topics over coffee, 
but let me try to clarify. At its most basic level, a means test is “a determination of whether 
an individual or family is eligible for government assistance, based upon whether the indi- 
vidual or family possesses the means to do without that help” (Wikipedia definition). With 
this basic definition, it can’t really be said that Social Security is “means tested” in a formal 
sense. Individuals and families with levels of wealth and income far above average levels 

can--and do--qualify and receive Social Security benefits based on their contributions to the 
program during their working years. 

But realistically, the calculation of actual benefits does take into account wealth and 


earnings, at least indirectly. This is where the “bend points” your friend mentioned come. 


into play. The determination of an eligible recipient’s Social Security monthly benefit (re- 
ferred to as the “Primary Insurance Amount” or PIA) involves a three step process: 

1. The indexing of recorded earnings for.a 35-year period. Using the highest recorded 
earnings, each annual figure is indexed to bring the amount up to current values. This is 
done using a set of annual percentages developed by the Social Security Administration to 
reflect present values of those earnings. 

2.A monthly average for the 35-year period is then calculated. After indexing, the aver- 


age monthly earnings amount for the 35-year period is separated into three levels, called 
_ “bend points,” this way (dollar values are for 2017): 


a. The first $885 is multiplied by 90% 
b. Earnings between $885 and $3,556 are multiplied by 32% _ 
c. Earnings above $3,556 are multiplied by 15% 


The three amounts calculated in the preceding step are added together to 
determine the PIA. 
3. Here’s an example, assuming a 35-year monthly earnings average of $5,000: 

¢ Bend point 1 = $ 796.50 ($885 X 90%) 
¢ Bend point 2= 854.72 ($3556 - 885 = $2671. $2671°K 32% = $854.72) 
¢ Bend point 3.= 216.60 ($5000 - 3556 = $1444. $1444 X 15% = $216.60) 

The PIA or Primary Insurance Amount comes to $1,867.00 (Monthly amount is always 

rounded down to the nearest dollar) 


I know these computations can be mind-numbing, but the cxuaele above illustrates that - 


higher earnings get a lower weighting in determining PIA...not necessarily a “means test,” 
but a way of ensuring that low wage earners receive a higher return on their Social Security 
investment. So although true means testing isn’t currently a factor in deciding a person’s 
benefit, weighting the bend point percentages higher for the lower dollar portions in the 
calculation does, in fact, have the effect of being somewhat less favorable to those with 
a higher average monthly earnings. By the same token, the fact that people with higher 
adjusted gross incomes can find up to 85% of their Social Security subject to taxation also 
serves to balance the scales more toward lower income earners. I'll take my coffee with 
cream, and no sugar, please.

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Ward 6 Candidates Talk Ferry Service, MBTA Project

_ The three candidates for 
the Ward 6 seat on the City 
Council in this fall’s munic- 
ipal election spoke out on 
ferry service and the impact 
of upcoming MBTA project 
at a recent forum in Marina 
Bay. 

The three candidates — 
incumbent William Harris 
and challengers Herbert Alie 
Shaughnessy III and Steven 
Striffler — made their case 
to voters during the Aug. 29 
forum hosted by the Marina 
Bay Access Committee and 
Marina Point Council Com- 
mittee. 

The top two vote getters 
in the Sept. 12 preliminary 
race will face off in the fi- 
nal election Nov. 7 to repre- 


sent Ward 6, which includes - 


Squantum, Marina Bay and 
parts of North Quincy, on 
the council for the next two 
years. 

The candidates were 
asked to make an opening 
statement at the Aug. 29 
event and then fielded ques- 
tions about ferry service and 
the T from audience mem- 
bers. 

Harris, in his opening 
statement, said he has been 
honored to represent the dis- 
trict during his time on the 
council. He highlighted the 
work he’s done for Marina

Bay residents, . including 
working with city officials 
to ensure the city would 
plow Marina Bay and the 
council’s vote this June to 
pay for emergency sewer 
repairs. 

“For the last 17 months, 
it’s been an honor. I’ve re- 


ally had a great experience, 


met a lot of folks. When 
I took office, I said I was 
going to try to make a dif- 
ference — not just in North 
Quincy, not just in Squan- 
tum, but also out here in Ma- 
rina Bay,” Harris said. ““Ma- 
rina Bay is near and dear to 
folks who live in Squantum, 
because we come over here 
and enjoy your facilities all 
the time.” 

Shaughnessy, who owns 
a crane rental business, said 
he decided to run for office 
because of the amount of 
development the city has 
seen. He said a new set of 
eyes is needed. 

“The city has experienced 
and is experiencing a tremen- 
dous amount of growth — an 
explosion of growth — right 
now,” Shaughnessy _ said. 
“The leadership, I think, is 
dving a fine job; however, 
I think we need some new 
eyes, some new ideas and 
just a fresh perspective on 
where we're. going, how 
we’re getting there and what

are the consequences, what 
happens to everybody when 
we get there.” 

Striffler likewise noted 
the amount of development 
going on across the city. He 


said his background as an 


engineer and attorney would 
prove beneficial. 

“These are exciting times 
in the city. We have a lot 
of development in the city 
center, the North Quincy 
station, here in Marina Bay 
and ultimately we'll have a 
new school,in Squantum,” 
Striffler said. “I have an ex- 
tensive construction back- 
ground as both an engineer 
and attorney, so I believe that 
background will contribute 
in helping the city succeed 
in this development.” 

The three candidates 
were then asked by an audi- 
ence member what it would 
take to make a permanent 
ferry service out of Squan- 
tum Point Park viable. 

Shaughnessy said _ it 
would take improvements 
to Commander Shea Bou- 
levard and to the pier itself, 
as well as a commitment 
from the state and reliable 
service.

to have a commitment from 
the state and the state legisla- 
tors that work with us to say 
there is going to be money 
there so when you come to 
get the commuter boat, it’s 
there...it’s there everyday 
at the times it’s supposed to 
be,” Shaughnessy Said. 


Striffler said there needs © 


to be a connection between 
the pier and the MBTA sta- 
tion in North Quincy. He 
also said the DCR charg- 


ing commuters to park at 
Squantum Point Park makes 
the ferry less feasible for 
commuters. 

“You need a means be- 
tween North Quincy T sta- 
tion and the ferry on a regu- 
lar basis to make it part of 
an intermodal transportation 
system,” Striffler said. “You 
have to create demand for the 
ferry — how do you do that? 
Access is only one piece of 
the puzzle, the other piece is 
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to make it an economically 


viable alternative. Charging 


someone to park...you’re 
not going to get much use.” 

Harris said the city needs 
to press state lawmakers to 
pay for a new pier if to make 
the ferry service viable in 
the long run. 

“The pier is outdated. It 
needs replacing. Replacing 
means money, but it certain- 
ly cannot come out of the

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I bought: a used Subaru 
Forester about two years 
ago and now it has 47,400 
miles on it. I love it, but 
recently I was reading 
that my car isn’t a good 
used car choice. This car 


' fits my needs: it is great in 


the snow and to go snow- 
boarding, my kayaks fit 
nicely on the roof and my 
dog loves it. What should I 
watch for? 

I believe I have read the 
same thing. In what I read 
the Forester showed exces- 
sive engine problems but 
not the Outback or Legacy 


that uses essentially the. 


same engine. There are a 
couple of technical service 


bulletins about different is- - 


sues with this engine, but 
at this point I wouldn’t do 
anything other than routine 
maintenance. This would in- 
clude monitoring the oil and 
coolant levels and noting 
anything else which seems a 
bit odd. It is also a good idea 
to keep a log of any mainte- 
nance and repairs. 

I have a 2007 Honda Ac- 
cord and on one of the hot 
summer days we had this 
year I tried the air condi- 
tioner on my car and all 
it did was blow warm air. 
Last year it worked fine 
on the hottest days. What 
could be wrong? 

I would start with a check 
of the basic operation of the 
air conditionegsystem. This 
would include checking the 
low and high side pressures, 

compressor and air duct op- 
eration. In addition as with 
most new cars q faulty air 
conditioner system will also 
set a computer fault code. 
The problem could be a leak 
in the system or a faulty sen- 
sor/switch. 

Are there any problems 
with the new Honda 2017 
CR-V? I’m interested in 
buying one but don’t want 
to make a mistake. I get 
mixed reviews when I read 
about the CR-V online. 
What do you think? 

The Honda CR-V has a 
reputation of being one of 
the best small SUVs on the 
market and the latest re- 
design doesn’t change my 
mind about it being one of 
the'best. For its size it is very 
roomy inside with great use 
of space. The new four-cyl- 
inder turbo-charged engine 
is peppy enough and deliv- 
ers solid fuel economy. The 
ride, handling and interior 
quality has also improved.

stations. In a few weeks 
the hesitation was gone. 
I then read my owner’s 
manual and it said that I 
could use 87 octane fuel, 
but recommended using 
Top-Tier Gasoline. It said 
because Top-Tier Gaso- 
line has a detergent added 
to the gasoline. I recently 
purchased a brand new 
Toyota Avalon and read 
the owner’s manual and it 
again recommends 87 oc- 
tane at Top-Tier gasoline.

~ All gasoline use additives 
to minimize fuel deposits 
and keep engines and fuel 
systems clean. Top-Tier fuel 
uses a higher concentration 
of detergent additives than 
other fuels. At least eight 
automakers — BMW, Gen- 
eral Motors, Fiat Chrysler, 
Honda, Toyota, Volkswa- 
gen, Audi and Mercedes 
Benz — believe that non Top- 
Tier fuel lacks the necessary 
additives that help minimize 
combustion chamber depos- 
its. Testing by AAA has con- 
firmed Top-Tier fuels keeps 
engines cleaner and that is 
the type of gasoline I try to 
use in my personal cars on a 
regular basis. 
I have a chance to 
buy a very used Toyota 
Highlander Hybrid with 
225,000 miles on it. In the 
past year the owner put on 
new tires, got the heater 
and air conditioneysfix-d 
and replaced the radia- 
tor and hoses. This would 
be a third vehicle in our 
household when my kids 
come home from school. 
I’m guessing the hybrid 
battery would be very ex- 
pensive to replace as well 
as other items that could 
go bad on a vehicle with 
this kind of mileage. I have 
driven the car and it runs 


great and is pretty~clean 
inside and out. Would you 


buy a hybrid with a quar- . 


ter of a million miles on 
it? 

My unscientific research 
talking with cab drivers who 
drive hybrid Toyota Cam- 
rys indicates the typical life 
of a Toyota hybrid battery 
(similar system) is about 
300-350,000 miles. The cost 
of a hybrid battery for your 
vehicle is quite expensive, 
with prices that could ap- 
proach $5-6,000. Just like 
everything over the years 
there are also an alternative 
to the dealer parts. Several 
companies now rebuild hy- 
brid batteries and those can 
be purchased for about half 
the price of a new battery. 
If the price is right and the 
rest of the vehicle is sound 
and knowing that a replace- 
ment battery may only be 
$3,000, it could be worth 
the gamble 
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Late last year the ser- 
vice engine light came 
on in my 2009 Buick La- 
crosse. The problem was 
diagnosed an_ internal 
short of the primary con- 
trol module. It was re- 
placed and reprogrammed 
and all seemed okay. Now 
the air bag and ABS lights 
are on. I have been told 
these repairs may cost up 
to $500 or more. I like the 
car but my instincts tells 
me its time for a new car. 
What do you think of the 
latest Buick Lacrosse? 

Irecently drove the Buick 
Lacrosse and found it to be 
a very competent car, but 
there are rumors swirling 
around about General Mo- 
tors focusing on SUVs and 
less on sedans. One rumor 
has Buick discontinuing the 
Lacrosse, Cadillac the CT6 
and the Chevrolet Volt. Be- 
fore I purchase a new Buick 
I would like to know they 

are going to be around for a 
while. 

Ihave a 2003 Dodge Da- 
kota with 170,500 miles on 
it. It has a 3.9 liter V6 en- 
gine with automatic trans- 
mission. In the past seven 
years I have had to replace 
three catalytic converters. 
The last one was a month 
ago. At that time I asked 
the mechanic to check as 
to why this is happening 
and he said the truck was 
running fine. Even with 
the high mileage and the 
three catalytic convertors 
the truck has always run 
well and is reliable. Any 


thoughts as to what might 
be wrong? 
The most common 


causes of catalytic convertor 
failure are engine misfire or 
an overly rich fuel system. 
If the engine is running well 
the other possibility is the re- 
placement part. I have seen 
some aftermarket catalytic 
convertors only last a couple 
of years and then the vehicle 
sets a code indicating poor 
convertor efficiency. 

I own a Porsche Carre- 
ra and it was at the dealer- 
ship and they offered a free 
car check. They told me 
that my front brake pads 
and rotors need to be re- 
placed. The car has 22,000 
miles on it, which came as 
a surprise. The other sur- 
prise was the price. The 
dealer told me the cost to 
replace the brakes was go- 
ing to be $12,000. Can any 
of this be right? 


Performance cars can ~ 


have very short brake as well 
as tire life. At 22,000 miles 
it is possible the brakes need 
replacing.

If the engine requires 
premium fuel that is what 


you should use. The elec-- 


tronics in a modern engine 
will make adjustments to 
prevent engine damage but 


you shouldn’t make a habit 


of using fuel with a lower 
octane level than required. 
If the vehicle manufacturer 
“recommends” using a pre- 
mium grade of fuel it is 
okay to use a lower grade 
but it has been my experi- 
ence that both performance 
and fuel economy will suf- 
fer. In the not-too-distant fu- 
ture we may see engine de- 


‘velopment that will require 


even higher octane fuel. The 


- Major reason will be to meet 


the upcoming higher fuel 
economy standards. 

We own a 2000 Volk- 
swagen Cabrio that we 
keep as an extra car at our 
beach house and it only 
has 101,000 miles on it. 
We are considering hav- 
ing some body work done 
of the front fenders be- 
cause of rust, but my fear 
is there is more than sur- 
face rust. We love this little 
car but maybe it is time to 
think about replacing it.

this vehicle and can’t have 
a car that I can’t depend 
on. What can I do? 

If the car is operating 
properly, the problem is you 
are not driving enough to 
charge up the car’s battery. 
On older cars there wasn’t 
much draining the battery 
when the car wasn’t being 


’ driven. On new cars there 


are many computers that 
constantly being powered 
by the vehicle’s battery, 
which over time will dis- 
charge the battery. At this 
point you have only a cou- 
ple of choices: disconnect 
the battery, install a battery 
maintainer (Battery Tender) 
or, of course, drive more. 

I own a newer Chevro- 
let Cruze and when I apply 
the brakes aggressively on 
an incline I feel grinding 
and a bit of shaking. The 
car has 42,000 miles on it 
and when it was in for an

I would start with hav- 
ing a good repair shop re- 
check the brakes again. This 
should include removing all 
four wheels and carefully 
looking at all of the brake 
components. Since there is a 
slight vibration on hard brak- 
ing this indicates a slightly 
out of round brake drum 
or rotor. Just looking at the 
brake pad thickness doesn’t 
give you a full picture of the 
overall brake conditions.

Since 
opening the $100 million 
Workforce Housing Initia- 
tive last year, MassHous- 
ing has committed or closed 
workforce housing financ- 
ing totaling $35.9 million, 
to 15 projects, located in 10 
cities and towns. To date, 
the Workforce Housing Ini- 
tiative has advanced the de- 
velopment of 1,317 housing 
units across a range of in- 
comes, including 387 work- 


force housing units. 

The 86 workforce hous- 
ing units at the Watson rep- 
resent the largest number of 
workforce units for a single 
project financed through 
MassHousing’s $100 mil- 
lion Workforce Housing Ini- 
tiative to date. 

In addition to MassHous- 
ing financing, other sources 
for the $44 million project 
include allocations of feder- 
al Low-Income Housing Tax 
Credits and Housing Devel- 
opment Incentive Program 
tax credits from DHCD, a 
$2 million affordable hous- 
ing contribution from the 
City of Quincy, and financ- 
ing from Citigroup. 

“This is a high-impact 
project that would not have 
been possible without the 
foresight and leadership 
demonstrated by Mass- 
Housing and the Baker- 
Polito Administration,” said 
WinnCompanies CEO Gil- 
bert Winn. “We’re proud to 
have the opportunity to turn 
this vision into reality, cre- 
ating middle-income hous- 
ing for people who have 
been priced out of. Greater 
Boston’s booming rental 
market.” 

“We are so excited to 
bring such a huge invest- 
ment into the shipyard 
neighborhood of Quincy 
Point,” said Neighborworks 
of Southern Massachusetts 
Executive Director Robert 
Corley. “High quality, new 


construction workforce 
housing is desperately need- 
ed in our area and is what 
this neighborhood deserves. 
As a community develop- 
ment corporation, we hope 
this type of transformational 
development will encourage 
new private investment in 
the East Howard Street cor- 
ridor.” 

“This is a great project 
that is going to make a ma- 
jor difference in the neigh- 
borhood and we look for- 
ward to its completion,” said 
Quincy Mayor Thomas P. 
Koch. “This area is kind of 
the last frontier for Quincy. 
Other parts of the city have 
adjusted from a manufactur- 


Ing economy to service in- 


dustries.” 

The Watson is being de- 
veloped on a 1.7-acre site 
at 116 East Howard St., 
adjacent to the former Fore 
River Shipyard. The proj- 
ect involves the demolition 
of a long-vacant former of- 
fice building. Construction 
is underway by DellBrook 
Construction, and work is 
expected to be completed by 
July 2018. 

- MassHousing has fi- 
nanced seven rental hous- 
ing communities in Quincy 
totaling 708 units of housing 
with an overall original loan 
amount of $42.3 million 
and also provided mortgage 
loans to 1,343 homebuyers 
with an original overall loan 
amount of $205.4 million..

Some modern artists like 
to make something out 
of nothing by using dis- 
carded metal, signs, cans, 
tools, machine parts and 
other trash to form useful 
pieces of art. One of the 
most popular discards is 
metal crown bottle caps. 
The crown cap, the type 
used on soda bottles, was 
invented in 1892. Soon ads 
and logos were printed on 
the caps, and they were 
considered trash after the 
bottle’s contents were 
emptied. 

But the caps were color- 
ful and round, so eventu- 
ally large pieces were cre- 
ated, like bottle-cap chains 
strung with hundreds of 
caps and smoking stands 
made from the chains. Caps 
were painted and used as 
game pieces like check- 
ers, and a trivet shaped 
like a bunch of grapes was 
made from caps covered 
with crocheted yarn. There 


_also were planters, purses, 


bottle-cap “buttons” made 
with magnets and jewelry, 


especially __ cross-shaped 
pendants. ‘ 
Many of these can be found 


pictured online, but the 
most popular are the man 
and woman figures made 
as a Boy Scout project in 
the 1950s. The figures had 
arms and legs made with 
strings and caps, a wooden 
body and head, and it held 
a small colored aluminum 
bowl. The women often 
had hoop earrings and col- 
orful costumes. Pairs were 
dressed and named appro- 
priately as “Calypso” or 
“Trampman.” 


But a modern artist named 


‘Rick Ladd made the most 


spectacular and artistic 
pieces -- a chair and foot-

stool -- in 1991. Loops 
of bottle-cap chains, flat 
wooden frame sections 
decorated with caps that 
show the original brand art, 
and glass formed a 20-inch- 


high chair and footstool. 


They sold at a recent Skin- 
ner auction in Boston for 
$492. A matching chest of 
drawers brought $884, and 
a picture frame sold for 
$677.

-“Tt has to start in elemen- 
tary school,” he said. “We 
need to take away the stig- 
ma of drug addiction. I don’t 
know where to start. It has 
to be stopped. I don’t know 
where the answer is, but ed- 
ucation is the key.” 

In light of it all, Beaton 
said there is hope. 

“The hope is this. If you 
love someone, like we love 
our kids, like we love our 
brothers and sisters, any 
loved ones, they’ll never 
leave us,” he said. 

McCarthy spoke about 
his brother, Dennis, who 
died from an overdose after 
a 30 year heroin addiction in 
December, 2005. 

He said he was close to 
his older brother who pro- 
tected him while growing 
up. 

“When I got in trouble, 
he. would beat people up.” 
he said. “It was that kind of 
relationship.” 

Dennis was an athlete at 
Archbishop Williams High 
School and after graduating 
moved to Florida where he 
got involved in heroin. 


“His whole _ personal- 
ity changed,’ McCarthy 
said. “Our _ relationship 


changed. He was no longer 
my best friend. Heroin had 
just taken over his life. All 
his dreams and aspirations 
were removed. Drug ad- 
dictions are well known as 
a great remover. He was a 
big, scrapping guy. In the 
latter part of his addiction, 
he dwindled away to noth- 
ing. That’s what this disease 
does. It wants us alone in a 
corner, helpless.” 

Dennis moved back to 
Boston where he owned 


a store and was generous, 
willing to give his last dollar 
to someone in need. 

Despite going to recovery 
programs, he was not able to 
shake his addiction. 

“He had some good years 
of clean time, but he just fell 
back into addiction,” said 
McCarthy. 

McCarthy, a recovering 
addict, said he is evidence 
that addiction can be over- 
come. " 

“I’m fighting the heavy- 
weight champion of the 
world,” he said. “There is 
help out there. Myself, I’m 
in a program and I follow it. 
I take it one day at a time.” 

McCarthy noted that his 
daughter is fighting a heroin 
addiction. 

“She just keeps trying. 
It’s been a long, long road. 
It’s constant vigilance. I 
keep telling her that.” 

McCarthy pointed to the 
continued stigma associa- 
tion with drug addiction. 

“I never look down on 
anybody,” he said. “That’s 
somebody’s daughter, that’s 
somebody’s son that could 
be the flext statistic.” 

McCarthy went on to say 
that the opioid crisis needs 
to be met head-on. 

“It’s definitely in an 
epidemic proportion,” he 
said. “There is not a week 
that goes by where I don’t 
know somebody or have an 
acquaintance of somebody 
that’s overdosed. It’s insane. 
It’s just out of control.” 

Looking out into the 
crowd, McCarthy offered 


hope. 
“The unity here tonight, 
this is where we start, to car- 


ry the message,” he said.

Schools Aim To Ramp Up Substance Abuse Prevention

In response to the opi- 


oid crisis and the state’s 


new marijuana law being 
revised, school officials are 
ramping up substance abuse 
prevention programs to take 
on the new challenges. 
During a ‘special meet- 
ing of the school com- 
mittee on Sept. 6, its nine - 
subcommittees joined . the 
superintendent’s leadership 


‘team members in review- 
-ing goals and _ proposals 


for the upcoming 2017-18 
school year. The subcom- 
mittees chose various topics 


that will be discussed in the . 


coming weeks. 
“We started this about five 


years ago to look at where — 


we were and where we are 
and prepare ourselves to see 
where we go from here,” 
said Quincy School Supt. 
Dr. Richard DeCristofaro. 
“We base it on our’ district 


improvement plan. We plan, — 


implement, reflect and as- 
sess so there are no surprises 
as to how we plan.” 

The subcommittees are: 
budget and finance; facilities 
and security; health, trans- 
portation, safety; policy; 
special education; teaching/ 


learning; rules, post audit, 


oversight; Sterling Middle 
School building committee; 
and athletics. The panels 
met simultaneously to dis- 
cuss pending agenda items 
as well as new proposals 
and the action steps to be 
taken. 

The sub panels’ respec- 
tive chairs then reported 
items to be discussed in 
future meetings to school 
committee Vice Chairman 
Paul Bregoli. 

Director of Student Sup- 
port Services Maura Papile 
and Health Coordinator Rita 
Bailey of the health ‘sub- 
committee explained that 
health teachers and nurses 
will receive training on the 
new marijuana law that was 
revised by the state legisla- 
ture.

Lebo said that she would 
like the district to publi- 
cize its substance abuse 
prevention programs. She 
said some people think the 
schools “are doing nothing” 
about dealing with the opi- 
oid crisis.

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Hurricane Bob: 
The Last One 
To Directly Hit NE 


urricanes Harvey and 

Irma that have left por- 
tions of Texas and Florida 
devastated in their wake un- 
derscore the wrath and fury 
these storms can bring. 

Catastrophic destruction 
hundreds of miles away 
from New England. 

But news of any hur- 
ricane makes some won- 
der — is New England next 
to experience one of these 
havoc-wreaking weather 
systems? 

_ Are we overdue for an- 
other big one? 

You might say the odds 
are getting better for a big 
hurricane to strike these 
parts. 

It’s been more than a 
quarter century since Quin- 
cy along with New England 
was walloped by a major 
hurricane. 

The last? 

Hurricane Bob in mid 
August of 1991 — 26 years 
ago last month. 

While some hurricanes 
have weakened and struck 
the area as tropical storms 
and depressions over the 
last quarter century — but 
still caused some significant 
damage — Bob remains the 
last hurricane to hit New 
England directly as a hur- 
ricane. 

According to‘ meteorolo- 


gists, Bob was one of the 
smallest hurricanes in sheer 
area but one of the most in- 
tense to hit Southern New 
England since 1938. That’s 
quite a benchmark. The 
New England Hurricane of 
1938 killed over 600 people; 
wind gusts at the Blue Hill 
Observatory in neighbor- 
ing Milton recorded a peak 
wind gust of 186 miles. per 
hour before the instrument 
broke.

Bob does not belong in 
the same category as Har- 
vey and Irma or Hurricanes 
Andrew and Katrina. Those 
were catastrophic storms 
that hit the Southeastern 
portion of the United States. 

But Bob did his fare share 
of damage. The storm was 
among the top 25 costliest 
U.S. hurricanes of the 20th 
century. There were also six 
confirmed tornadoes during 
its passage. 

Quincy, relatively speak- 
ing, was spared the brunt of 
Bob but still the hurricane 
left its mark here. 

Bob coverage filled the 
entire page of The Quincy 
Sun’s front page on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 22, 1991. The 
headline for the lead story 
that week: “Bob Leaves 
Thousands Without Power.” 
Accompanying the story 
were photos of trees toppled 
in North Quincy and Wol- 
laston as well as a few boats 
that washed up on Wollaston 
Beach due to the high wind 
gusts that peaked at about 
70 mph here. 

How strong were the 
winds here during Bob? 
Strong enough to knock 
down one of the light towers 
at Adams Field. 

« The storm also forced the 
evacuation of about 50 resi- 
dents, knocked down hun- 
dreds of trees and limbs and 
left thousands of residents 
without power — some for 


- days. 


At the peak of the power 
outage, more than 12,000 
customers were without 
service in Mass Electric’s 
Weymouth district that in- 
cluded Quincy, Holbrook 
and Randolph. A spokesper- 
son for the utility told the 
Sun: “Quincy was the hard- 
est hit.” 

Most of the evacuees 
were. transported from 
Houghs Neck, Squantum 
and Germantown to a shel- 
ter set up at the old Quincy 
Vocational-Technical High 
School. They were provided 
cots, blankets, food and wa- 
ter. The shelter also provided 
two black and white televi- 
sions and oxygen masks for 
people with medical condi- 
tions.

Varicose veins are twist- 

ed, engorged veins. 

Any vein may become 
varicose, but the veins most 
usually affected are those in 
your legs and feet. That’s 
because standing and walk- 
ing upright intensifies the 
pressure in the veins of your 
lower body. 

For many people, vari- 
cose veins and spider veins, 
a mild variation.of varicose 
veins, are merely a cos- 
metic concern. For others, 
varicose veins lead to more- 
severe problems. Varicose 
veins may also indicate a 
higher risk of other circula- 
tory problems. 


Varicose veins may not 


cause any pain. Signs you 
may have with varicose 
veins include: 

¢ Veins that are dark pur- 
ple or blue in color 

e Veins that appear 
gnarled and bulging; often 
like cords on your legs 

When painful signs and 
symptoms occur, they may 
include: 

e An achy or heavy feel- 
ing in your legs 

¢ Burning, throbbing, 
muscle cramping and swell- 
ing in your lower legs 

¢ Worsened pain after sit-

can mean you have a serious 
form of vascular disease that 
necessitates medical atten- 
tion. 

Causes of varicose veins 
can include: 

e Age. As you get older, 
your veins can lose elastic- 
ity, causing them to stretch. 
The valves in your veins 
may become weak, permit- 
ting blood that should be 
moving toward your heart to 
flow backward. Blood pools 
in your veins and your veins 


- enlarge and become vari- 


cose. The veins appear blue 
because they contain deoxy- 
genated blood, which is in 
the process of being recircu- 
lated through the lungs. 

¢ Pregnancy. Varicose 


veins may appear for the 


first time or may worsen 
during late pregnancy, when 


your uterus exerts greater 
pressure on the veins in your 
legs. Pregnancy also increas- 
es the volume of blood in 
your body, but decreases the 
flow of blood from your legs 
to your pelvis. This circula- 
tory alteration is designed 
to support the maturing fe- 
tus, but it can inadvertently 
result in enlarged veins 
in your legs. Variations in 
your hormones during preg- 
nancy also may play a role. 
Varicose veins that develop 
during pregnancy typically 
improve without medical 
treatment three to 12 months 
after delivery. 

These factors increase 
your risk of developing vari- 
cose veins: 

e Age. The risk of vari- 
cose veins increases with 
age. Aging causes wear and 
tear on the valves in your 
veins that assist in regulat- 
ing blood flow. Eventually, 
that deterioration causes the 
valves to permit some blood 
to flow back into your veins 
where it collects instead of 
flowing up to your heart. 

¢ Sex. Women are more 
likely to develop varicosi- 
ties. Hormonal changes 
during pregnancy, pre- 
menstruation or menopause 


may be factors since female. 
hormones have a tendency 
to relax vein walls. Taking 
hormone replacement thera- 
py or birth control pills may 
increase your risk of vari- 
cose veins. 

¢ Family history. If other 


.family members had vari- 


cose veins, there’s an in- 
creased chance’ you will 
also. 

, * Obesity. Being over- 
weight exerts added pres- 
sure On your veins. 

¢ Standing or sitting for 
long periods of time. Your 
blood doesn’t flow as effi- 
ciently if you’re in the same 
position for long periods of 
time. 

To diagnose varicose 
veins, your health care pro- 
vider will perform a physi- 
cal exam, including inspect- 
ing your legs while you’re 
standing to check for swell- 
ing. Your doctor may also 
inquire about any pain and 
aching in your legs. To see 
if the valves in your veins 
are functioning normally or 
if there’s any evidence of 
a blood clot, an ultrasound 
may be necessary.

Wearing compression 
stockings is often the initial 
approach undertaken be- 
fore progressing on to other 
treatments. | Compression 
stockings steadily squeeze 


_ your legs, assisting veins 


and leg muscles to transport 
blood more efficiently. If 
you don’t respond to self- 
care or compression stock- 
ings, or if your condition is 
more severe, one of the fol- 
lowing treatments may be 
suggested: 

¢ Sclerotherapy. In this 
procedure, your doctor in- 
jects small and medium 
sized varicose veins with 
a solution that scars and 
closes those veins. In a 
few weeks, treated varicose 
veins should fade. 

e Laser surgeries. Laser 
surgery works by deliver- 
ing strong bursts of light 
onto the vein, which makes 
the vein slowly fade and 
disappear without the need 
for incisions or needles. Ad- 
vanced technology in laser 
treatments now allow phy- 
sicians to close off smaller 
varicose veins and spider 
veins. 

¢ High ligation and vein 
stripping. This procedure 
involves tying off a vein be- 
fore it joins a deep vein and 
removing the vein through 
small incisions. This is pri- 
marily an outpatient pro- 
cedure for most people. 
Removing the vein won’t 
negatively affect circulation 
in your leg because veins 


deeper in the leg maintain 


the larger volumes of blood. 

e Ambulatory Phlebec- 
tomy. Your doctor removes 
smaller varicose veins 
through a series of tiny skin

punctures. Only the parts of 
your leg that are being punc- — 
tured are numbed in this 
outpatient procedure. Scar- 
ring is usually minimal. 

¢ Endoscopic vein sur- 
gery. This procedure may 
be necessary only in an ad- 
vanced case involving leg 
ulcers or if other techniques 
prove to be unsuccessful. 
Your surgeon uses a thin 
video camera inserted in 
your leg to visualize and 
close varicose veins and 
then removes the veins 
through small incisions. 
This procedure is performed 
on an outpatient basis. 

There’s no way to totally 
prevent varicose veins. But 
improving your circulation 
and muscle tone can reduce 
your risk of developing 
varicose veins or acquiring 
additional ones. The same

varicose veins at home can 
help prevent varicose veins, 
including: 

¢ Exercising 

¢ Watching your weight 

e Eating a high-fiber,

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Survivor’s Benefits 
And The

_ Dear Rusty: My friend and I, both very recently wid- 
owed, were discussing our future and, based upon the sug- 
gestion of other friends, need to explore applying to Social 
Security for survivor’s benefits. We’ ve tried to research this 
online and by talking to another widowed friend, but we’ve 
ended up more uncertain than ever about whether we’re 
even eligible. We’re both in our 50s, and we sure could use 
some help understanding our options. Signed: Needing to 
Know 

Dear Needing: To tackle this somewhat complicated 
topic, let’s first understand that the Full Retirement Age 
(FRA) for widows and widowers is different from Social 
Security’s normal full retirement age. Widow(er)s get a two 
year dispensation on their birthdate, meaning that their FRA 
is computed as though they were born two years earlier than 
their actual birthdate, resulting in an earlier FRA (which af- 
fects when they can collect their full survivor’s benefit). The 
eligibility rules for survivor’s benefits are as follows: 

¢ Widow(er)s become eligible for reduced survivor’s 
benefits at age 60 (50 if they’re disabled) rather than the 
normal 62, and they must have been married to the deceased 
for at least 9 months (unless the death was accidental). 

e Widow(er)s may be eligible for survivor’s benefits 
at any age if they are caring for the deceased’s dependent 
child who is under 16 years of age, or child who is disabled 
and collecting benefits based on the deceased’s work re- 
cord. Note, too, that in addition to the widow(er), depen- 
dent children under the age of 18 (or 19 if still in school) 
may be able to receive survivor’s benefits also. 

¢ A widow(er) who remarries before becoming eligible 
cannot collect survivor’s benefits on the deceased spouse’s 


record; remarriage after age 60 (or age 50 if disabled) is 


okay. 
¢ The survivor eligibility requirement for divorced spous- 


es is different. A divorced spouse must have been married to. 
the deceased for at least 10 years and divorced for at least 2. 


years to be eligible for widow(er)s benefits. 

Although you may be eligible to receive survivor benefits 
earlier than your full retirement age, to do so will mean that 
your benefit will be reduced by as much as 28.5%. Wait- 
ing beyond your initial eligibility date will earn another 
0.00475% for each month deferred, up to the “widow limit”, 
often referred to as RIB LIM (Retirement Insurance Benefit 
Limit). If the survivor starts benefits earlier than their FRA, 
RIB LIM caps their benefit at the larger of a) the amount 
the deceased would receive if he or she were still alive, or 
b) if the deceased claimed prior to their FRA, 82.5% of the 
deceased’s benefit at FRA; 

To simplify what this means, if the deceased started 
benefits at FRA or , the widow(er) would (at FRA) be 
entitled to 100% of the amount the deceased was collect- 
ing. But if the deceased had started benefits before their 


- FRA, the widow(er) would (at FRA) be entitled to a mini- 


mum of 82.5% of the amount the deceased’s primary insur- 


ance amount (PIA), the amount the deceased would have 
gotten at FRA. Basically, the “widow’s limit”, or RIB LIM, 
only applies if the deceased started benefits before their full 
retirement age. 

; While waiting until your widow’s 


full retirement age to apply will give you the largest pay- 


ment, since survivor’s benefits do not earn Delayed Retire- 

“ment Credits there is no reason to wait beyond your full 
retirement age to start collecting. And if your deceased 
Spouse or ex-spouse took their benefit early, you may actu- 
ally reach the maximum survivor benefit before you reach 
your widow FRA.

“The main firehouse is 
old,” Koch added. “We just 
spent in the last few years 
$60,000 or $80,000 just 
shoring up the floors, be- 
cause these stations were 
built for horse and wagon, 
not for these heavy pieces of 
apparatus. We’ve adjusted 
the doorway openings to get 
the trucks in. 

“The building needs a lot 
of work. Again, looking at it 
going forward, what are the 
needs for roof, HVAC, etc., 
etc.? Does it make sense to 
keep pouring money into an 
old building like that, or... 
does it make sense to do 
something new? That’s part 
of the plan, to look at it.” 

If the Fire Department 
relocated to the new facil- 
ity, Koch said the old fire- 
house on Quincy Avenue 
would likely be retained for 
municipal or non-profit use, 
potentially an arts center. It 
would no longer be used as 
a firehouse. 

“We can’t afford to have 
a ninth fire station,’ Koch 
said.

The new facility could 
also serve as a home to sev- 
eral other city departments. 
Koch identified the Inspec- 
tional Services Department, 
which is located within the 
Department of Public Works 
building at 55 Sea St.; the 
Health Department, which 
shares space at the Kennedy 
Center with the Council on 
Aging; and the Veterans 
Services Department, now 
located on High School Av- 
enue.

August Report: Reduced Sales, Mortgage Activity In N orfolk County

1,851, a five percent reduc- 
tion from August of 2016. 
The average sales price for 
the month was $684,661, a 
22 percent drop-off from the 
previous year. 

“Tn addition, the total vol- 
ume of real estate activity, 
for residential and commer- 
cial, was $872,258 ,838, a 26 
percent decrease from the 
same time period in 2016. 
This percentage decrease, 
however, can be attributable 
in part to one transaction:

“The total ngmber of 
mortgages recorded during 
the month was 2,631 com- 
pared to 3,511 recorded in 
August 2016,” O’Donnell 
said. “The total volume of 
mortgage financing for the 
month was $1.1 billion, a 31 
percent reduction year over 
year. Clearly, consumers are 
being very cautious when it 
comes to incurring debt.” 

One piece of optimistic 
news for the month was the 
reduced number of foreclo- 
sure deed filings.

20 foreclosure deeds were 
recorded in August com- 
pared to 32 recordings in 
August 2016, a reduction of 
38 percent. In addition, there 
was a significant reduction 
in the number of Notice to 
Foreclose Mortgage filings, 
the first step in the foreclo- 
sure process as 32 Notice to 
Foreclose Mortgage docu- 
ments were recorded cdm- 
pared to 96 the previous 
August, amounting to a 66 
percent decrease. 

“While one foreclosure 
deed filing is one too many, I 
am encouraged that the trend 
lines continue to point in the 
right direction,’ O’Donnell 
said.

Under the proposed ordi- 
nance, the owners and man- 
agers of sober homes would 
have to provide their names, 
addresses and other identi- 
fying information to the city 
as part of the license appli- 
cation. An operation plan 
for the sober home and the 
rules and regulations for ten- 
ants living their would also 
have to be submitted as part 
of the license application, 
and the operator would also 
have to affirm only recov- 
ering addicts would be al- 
lowed to reside in the home, 
and that those who “pose a 
direct threat to the health or 
safety of others,” including 
registered sex offenders and 
pre-prison parolees would 
not be allowed. 

The city could deny the li- 
cense application, or revoke 
a current license, if false or 
misleading information was 
provided on the application, 


or pertinent information was 


omitted. “es 
- The license eould also 


be deniéd or revoked if the 


owner had been fired within 


the past five years, or a staff 
member had been fired in 
the past year, for physical 
assault, sexual harassment, 
embezzlement, theft, falsi- 
fying a drug test or selling 
or furnishing illegal drugs 
or alcohol; if the owner is in 
recovery for addiction and 
has been sober for less than 


full years; or if there were - 


repeated violations of the 
home’s policies and proce- 
dures. 

Palmucci said the coun- 
cil’s oversight committee, 
which he chairs, would hold 
a meeting in the next 30 to 
60 days to hear testimony 
from stakeholders. He hopes 
the ordinance is approved 
before the council’s cur- 
rent term expires at the end 
of the year, though he does 


expect it to be challenged in 
court, 
. “It’s something that’s 


much needed,” Palmucci 
said. “I think we’ll be one 
of the first communities in 
the country to regulate sober: 
homes and I expect we'll 
have to defend it in court.” 


Palmucci said he worked 
with the office of Mayor 
Thomas Koch and the city’s 
legal team to draft the ordi- 
nance. Koch, in an interview 
Monday, signaled his sup- 
port for the regulations. 

“I do believe that this city

7.2 Sober Homes —_ 


1.0 Purpose : 

The purpose of this ordinance is to address issues relating to sober houses in Quincy. 
Structured sober houses provide housing for individuals in recovery from addiction to 
drugs and/or alcohol, including people who may have co- occurriffy mental health issues, 
as they transition from the treatment setting to life in the community. This housing assists 
individuals to return to the community through support in an alcohol- and drug-free, home- 
like environment. 


This ordinance is intended to protect the residents of sober houses from operators 
who engage in abuse, neglect, mistreatment, fraud, and/or inadequate supervision of this 
vulnerable population as well as to protect the residents of structured sober living homes 
and the neighboring community from operators who fail to provide a supportive, residential 
family-like living environment necessary for the residents to achieve and maintain sobriety, 
in a manner consistent with the reasonable expectations of residents living where sober 
houses are located in regard to their quality of life. 


2.0 Definitions 
As used herein, the following terms shall have the following meanings. 


Operator A company, business or individual who provides services to or for 
a sober house, including the placement of individuals in a residence, setting house rules, 
and/or governing the behavior of occupants while residents of the home. An operator does 
not include a property owner or property manager that exclusively handles real estate 
contracting, property management, and leasing of the property and who does not receive 
compensation for services under the first sentence, above. 


Parking Plan A plan that provides for adequate off-street parking to insure that 
residents of the sober house and abutting residents can safely and conveniently park their 
vehicle(s). 


Reasonable Achange, adaptation or modification of Quincy Zoning regulations 


Accommodation _ to allow a person seeking to take advantage of sober housing to 
reasonably do so in the city of Quincy. 


Sober House A dwelling unit occupied by more than four (4) persons, all+ of 
whom are in recovery from chemical dependency and considered handicapped under the 
Federal Fair Housing Act Amendments of 1988, that provides a non-institutional residential 
environment in which the residents willingly subject themselves to written rules and conditions, 
including prohibition of alcohol and drug use (except for prescription medications obtained 
and used under medical supervision), intended to encourage and sustain their recovery. 


3.0 Regulation and Oversight 

A. License Required 

No sober house may operate within the city without first obtaining a license as provided 
in this chapter. No person shall open or operate a sober house or working for a sober house 
in the city until the information required in this section has been provided to the City Clerk. 
The Operator of any sober house in the city shall be responsible for updating all required 
information on a monthly basis, as necessary. Application for this license within 60 days of 
the effective date of this ordinance by any current operator, and within 30 days of the date of 
application for an occupancy permit for all new operators. 


B. License Application 
Every applicant for a license to operate a sober house shall, provide tne following

(8) A blank copy of every form that residents and penoniel residents are ne to 
complete; and 
(9) A signed and dated safety certification that the following safety devices are 
installed and fully functional as well as a ashedule for self-inspecting each device: — 
a. Functioning smoke detectors in the sleeping rooms and common areas 
b. Functioning carbon monoxide detectors ; 
c. Functioning fire extinguishers in plain sight and/or clearly warhead locations 


d. Interior and exterior of the property is in a functional, safe and clean condition 
and free of fire hazards. 


C. License Issuance 

Upon receipt of the foregoing information, the City Clerk shall issue the license required 
by this chapter as an administrative/ministerial matter. The City Clerk may deny the license 
for a sober house and may deny any transfer of a current license or revoke a current license 
only under the following circumstances: 


(1) The owner or operator has provided materially false or misleading information on 
its application or omitted any pertinent information; 


(2) Any owner or operator has an employment historysin vhioh he or she was 
terminated during the prior five years or any staff persaqn has an employment history in which 
he or she was terminated in the prior year, due to physical assault, sexual harassment, 
embezzlement, theft, falsifying a drug test, or selling.or furnishing illegal drugs or alcohol; 

(3) Any Operator of a sober house who is in recovery from drug and/or alcohol 
addiction who has been clean and sober for fewer: than two full years as of the date of 
application for this license or the date of employment; 


(4) Repeated violations of the operating rules and regulations submitted as part of 
the application for the license, and/or the supervision requirements i in the sober house for the 
residents during hours of operation, the structured sober living home’s rules and regulations, 
written intake procedures, relapse policy, or discharge procedure and policy. 

D. Parking Plan 

The Operator of a sober house shall provide a parking plan for review and approval 
by the director of Inspectional Services or his designee providing for off street parking to 
accommodate residents and to address parking impacts of the residence on the abutters. 

4.0. Severability 


If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase or portion of this ordinance or - 


any part of the code adopted herein by reference is for any reason held to be invalid or 
unconstitutional by the decision of any court of competent jurisdiction, such uciticn Shall 
not affect the validity of the remaining portions thereof. 

5.0. Council Review . 

Recognizing that this ordinance necessarily implicates an individual’s rights* ‘of privacy 
and association, various competing interests of residents in the community, and Federal and 
State regulations that govern housing and/or sober houses, the City Council shall annually, 
at its first meeting in March, schedule a committee review of this ordinance so as to insure 


that it is both lawfully and effectively achieving its purpose. "

Blinking-Eye Clocks --- 
Clocks were an impor- 
tant part of the Victorian 
home. Large grandfather 
clocks were kept in the 
front hall or living room 
to tell time, ring chimes 
on the hour and even tell 
the phases of the moon. 
The only public sources of 
time were the train station, 
city hall or church tower 
clocks. Smaller clocks that 
told time were kept on the 
fireplace mantle and were 
made to be decorative with 
bronze figures as part of 
the case in formal homes, 
and plain or even comic 


cases in others. Almost all 


clocks had to be wound for 
up to eight days. 

Bradley & Hubbard, a 
Connecticut company that 
made many iron and other 
metal items, had an 1857 
patent for a figural nov- 
elty clock that could blink 
its eyes. “Blinkers,” also 
called “winkers,” were 
made in many shapes. 
An organ grinder with a 
monkey, Topsey, Mammy, 
Sambo the Banjo Player 
and John Bull examples 
have sold in auctions dur- 
ing the past five years for 
prices from $500 to about 
$1,000. 


John Bull is a character 
who was a popular symbol 
of England from 1712 to 
the 1940s. New England 
Auctions sold a 16-inch 
John Bull blinking eye 
clock for $416 in 2016.

on to the final election Nov. 7. 
We have a few observations to make and the first 
is the turnout last Tuesday. 
Sum it up with one word: pathetic. 


T= preliminary election is in the books and now it’s 


A paltry 14.68 percent of the city’s 59 A65 registered ~ 
voters — only 8,728 — bothered to cast ballots. Turnout was 


higher in the traditionally more robust precincts including 
Ward 6 Precinct 5. in Squantum that led the way with 37.76 
percent (910 out of 2,410 voters) and Ward 1 Precinct 5 in 
Houghs Neck with 34.35 percent (821 out of 2,390 voters). 

But overall turnout was rather sad. 

How sad? 

Consider twice the number of voters went to the polls for 
the preliminary election held Sept. 11, 2011 — the day this 
country was attacked by terrorists. The 9-11-01 preliminary 
election was a carbon copy of last Tuesday: there was a city- 
wide run-off for councillor at-large plus three contests for 
ward councillor. 

Turnout on that tragic Tuesday 16 years ago this month 
was 28.86 percent of the city’s 52,253 registered voters. 
Despite the horror, uncertainty and anxiety created by the 
plane hijackings — two occurring on flights originating at 
nearby Logan Airport in Boston — a few hours after the polls 
opened, 15,079 voters still managed to cast ballots. 

Take your pick as to why the vote was anemic on Sept. 
12. It was just a preliminary? The real election is Nov. 7. 
Voter fatigue? Since the last city election in 2015 we’ve had 
Presidential Primaries and the Presidential election last No- 
vember. 

- Maybe a little of both. 

Or something else? 

The real question is how many additional voters will go 
to the polls Nov. 7. 

Another 5 or 10 percent (2,950 to 5,900) perhaps. On the 


one hand, there are ‘six candidates running for three school — 


committee seats; that should bring out more voters. But on 
the other hand there is no draw for mayor hgcause Mayor 
Thomas Koch is at the half-way point of a four-year term. 
The mayor’s seat will be in the hands of the voters again in 
2019. 

Some may question why even have a ee elec- 
tion? 

Well, the city chadiar requires it when there are more than 
a certain number of candidates for mayor, school commit- 
tee and city councillor. Eliminating preliminary elections 
would require a change to the city charter — probably by 
initiative petition. 

We will go on record now stating we oppose eliminating 
preliminary elections. They have worked well and only in 
recent times has turnout declined so dramatically. 

The problem isn’t with the election process — it could 
very well be with the voters who may feel disenfranchised 
with elected officials and how they represent them. If they 
feel government isn’t working for them, perhaps they’ve 
reached a cynical point and would prefer to sit out the pro- 
cess because they believe in the end it doesn’t matter who 
is elected. 

Perhaps the voting process needs to be vidiatad and more 
in line with today’s digital age. 

There will probably be a day when votes can be cast not 
at a precinct but in the comfort of our own home via a com- 
puter. We seem to do everything else‘digitally may it be buy- 
ing groceries, shopping for clothes or paying our bills. 

The virtual voting precinct is on the horizon, officials be- 
lieve, but for now there is ample opportunity to cast your 
ballot the old-fashioned way. 

.Can’t make it to the polls on Election Day? Take an 
absentee ballot and vote at your convenience. Maybe ear- 
ly voting — a success leading up to the 2016 Presidential 
Election last November — will be utilized for state elections 
and someday city elections. That could help boost turnout 
but would require additional resources (police details, poll 
workers) that frankly the city may not be able to afford. 

_ The only other thing we will mention is that this fall’s 
election represents the potential for a significant turnover 
in local office holders. There are contested races for three 
council at-large. seats, three ward seats and three school 
committee seats. That’s 9 out of 16 elected seats — more 


than 50 percent of the decision makers in Quincy. pig re 
election is Wednesday, Oct. 18.

Keep in mind that the order of finish in an at-large pre- | 
liminary election does not necessarily mean ‘that’s how the 
candidates will stack up in a final election. 

In fact, since 1959, the order of finish has changed in the 
final election from the preliminary election six times. 

The fourth place finish has been a good omen for candi- 
dates in six preliminaries as they went on to win one of the 
three seats in the final election. 

But in four of those elections, the candidate was the same: 
John Quinn. He went from fourth to third place in 1959 and 
1963, to first in 1967 and to second in 1977. « 

‘Another candidate who accomplished this feat was 
George McDonald. After taking fourth in the 1969 prelimi- 
nary election he jumped up to first in the final. 

The last candidate to win an at-large seat after finishing 
lower than third in the preliminary election was Paul Harold 
in 1975. He went from fourth to second in the final. 

In the 2001 council at-large preliminary election — the 
last before this year’s run-off —.the order of finish did not 
change. That year incumbents Tim Cahill and Frank McCa- 
uley and Joseph Finn took the top three spots in the prélimi- 
nary. McCauley was 215 votes behind Cahill and Finn was 
1,035 behind McCauley. Finishing fourth was John Keenan 
— 609 votes behind Finn. 

In the final, Cahill (7,518 votes) was first followed by 
McCauley (7,303 votes) and Finn (6,268 votes). Keenan fin- 
ished fourth again with 5,659 votes — 609 behind Finn. 

Turnout for the 2001 final election was almost 50 per- 


cent. The big draw that year was the mayor’s race. Then. 


School Committeeman William Phelan unseated six-term 
incumbent James Sheets in one of the closest elections in 
city history.

Federal Court Judge Andrew Caffery accepted the six- 
ward plan advanced by Ward 4 Councillor Albert Barilaro 
and approved by the City Council, and then the judge shut 
off all further debate on the issue that has plagued the city 
since June. 

Thus the preliminary election will be held Nov. 6 and the 
final election on Dec. 4. 

“The judge, in essence, overruled a state statute that 
would have barred us from redistricting again until 1980,” 
said Ward 3 Councillor Theophilus McLelland III, whose 
political foothold in Ward 3 was wiped out under the Barila- 
ro plan. (Editor’s note: The Barilaro plan put Ward 3 Coun- 
cillor McLelland in Ward 2 and added portions of Ward 3 to 
Ward 4 Councillor Albert Barilaro’s constituency. McLel- 
land chose to run for Councillor at-Large and lost. Barilaro 
would lose his Ward 4 seat to newcomer James A. Sheets.)

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Bursitis: Causes, Diagnosis, Treatment | 
A Message From The Quincy Health Department

Bursitis is a painful con- ° 


dition that affects the small, 
fluid-filled sacs, referred 
to as bursae. These bursae 
cushion the bones, tendons 
and muscles near your 
joints. 

Bursitis appears when 


-bursae become inflamed. 


The most*frequent locations 
for bursitis are in the shoul- 
der, elbow and hip. However 
bursitis can also crop up in 
your knee, heel and the base 
of your big toe. Bursitis of- 
ten occurs near joints that 
execute frequent repetitive 
motion. 

Treatment typically. in- 
volves resting the affected 


- joint and safeguarding it 


from further trauma. In most 
cases, bursitis discomfort 
subsides within a few weeks 
with proper treatment, but 
recurrent flare-ups of bursi- 
tis are not uncommon. 
If you have bursitis, the 
affected joint may possibly: 
¢ Feel achy or stiff 
¢ Hurt more when you 


oo 
move it or press on it 


* Look swollen and red 
. Discuss with your doctor 
if you develop: 

¢ Disabling joint pain 

e Sudden inability to 
move a joint 

e Excessive swelling, 
redness, bruising or a rash 
in the affected area 


¢ Sharp or shooting pain, 


especially when you exer- 
cise or exert yourself 
¢ A fever 


The most customary trig- 
gers of bursitis are repetitive 
motions or positions. that 


. put pressure on the bursae 


around a joint. Examples 
may involve: 

¢ Throwing a baseball or 
lifting something over your 
head repeatedly 

¢ Leaning on your elbows 
for extended periods © 

¢ Extensive kneeling for 
tasks such as laying carpet 
or scrubbing floors 

Other causes consist of 
injury or trauma to the af- 
fected area, inflammatory 
arthritis such as rheumatoid 
arthritis, gout and infection. 

~ Anyone can develop bur- 

sitis at any time, but particu- 
lar factors can increase your 
risk: 

¢ Age. Bursitis becomes 
more common with aging. 

¢ Occupations or hob- 
bies. If your work or hobby 
requires repetitive motion or 
pressure on particular bur- 
sae, your risk of developing 
bursitis increases. Examples 
include carpet laying, tile 
setting, gardening, painting 
and playing a musical in- 
strument. 
_ © Other medical condi- 
tions. Certain systemic dis- 
eases and conditions, such 
as rheumatoid arthritis, gout 
and diabetes increase your 
risk of developing bursitis. 
Being overweight can en- 
hance your risk of develop- 
ing hip and knee bursitis. 

Diagnosing begins by 


consulting your primary 
care provider, who may re- 
fer you to a rheumatologist 
who specializes in joint dis- 
orders. During the physical 


_ exam, your doctor will ex- 


amine various spots around 
your affected joint to try to 
determine whether a spe- 
cific bursa is triggering your 

Your doctor may also in- 
quire about: 

¢ Did your pain come on 
suddenly or gradually? 

¢ What kind of work do 
you do? 

¢ What are your hobbies 
or recreational activities? 

¢ Does your pain occur 
or worsen during certain ac- 
tivities, such as kneeling or 
climbing stairs? 

¢ Have you recently fall- 
en or had another injury? 

¢ What treatments have 
you tried? 

¢ What effect did those 
treatments have? 

Doctors can often di- 
agnose bursitis based on a 
medical history and physi- 
cal exam. Testing, if needed, 
‘might include: 


¢ Imaging tests such as, . 


X-rays, Ultrasound or MRI 
might be used if your bursi- 
tis can’t easily be diagnosed 
by a physical exam alone. 

¢ Your doctor might order 
blood tests or an analysis 
of fluid from the inflamed 
bursa to pinpoint the cause 
of. your joint inflammation 
and pain. 


Bursitis commonly im- 
proves on its own. Conser- 
vative measures, such as 
rest, icé and taking a pain 
reliever, can reduce the dis- 
comfort. If conventional 
measures are not successful, 
you might require: 

e¢ Antibiotic medication 


- if the inflammation in your 


bursa is caused by an infec- 
tion. : 

¢ Physical therapy or ex- 
ercises that can strengthen 
the muscles in the affected 
area to ease pain and pre- 
vent recurrence. 

¢ Injections such as a cor- 
ticosteroid drug injected into 
the bursa to relieve pain and 
inflammation in your shoul- 
der or hip. This treatment 
generally acts quickly and, 
in many cases, one injection 
is all that may be necessary. 

e Temporary use of a 
walking cane or other assis- 
tive devices that will help 
relieve pressure on the af- 
fected area. 

¢ Rarely, surgical remov- 
al of the inflamed affected 
bursa may be necessary.

ities. Take frequent breaks. 

eMaintaining a healthy 
weight. Being overweight 
places more stress on lates 
joints. 

e Strengthening your 
muscles can help protect 
your affected joint. Exer- 
cises to strengthen muscles 
should only be done after 
the bursitis has gone com- 
pletely. 

eWarming up and stretch- 
ing before strenuous activi- 
ties to protect your joints 
from injury. Before vigor- 
ous exercise, it is ‘best to 
warm up for at least 5 to 10 
minutes. Activities could 
include. walking at a good 
speed, slow jogging, or a 
cycling machine. 

Bursitis may reappear, 
particularly if you engage 
regularly in strenuous exer- 
cise or physical labor. Be- 
ing informed, making smart 
choices and taking measures 
to avoid further strain or in- 
jury, will help circumvent 
this recurrence.

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_ Bursitis: Causes, Diagnosis, Treatment 
A Message From The Quincy Health Department

Bursitis is a painful con- 
dition that affects the small, 
fluid-filled sacs, referred 
to as bursae. These bursae 


cushion the bones, tendons 


and muscles 
joints. 

Bursitis appears when 
bursae become inflamed. 
The most*frequent locations 
for bursitis are in the shoul- 
der, elbow and hip. However 
bursitis can also crop up in 
your knee, heel and the base 
of your big toe. Bursitis of- 
ten occurs near joints that 
execute frequent repetitive 
motion. 

Treatment typically in- 
volves resting the affected 
joint and safeguarding it 


near your 


_ from further trauma. In most 


cases, bursitis discomfort 
subsides within a few weeks 
with proper treatment, but 
recurrent flare-ups of bursi- 
tis are not uncommon. 

If you have bursitis, the 
affected joint may possibly: 

¢ Feel achy or stiff 

¢ Hurt more when you 
move it or press on it 

¢ Look swollen and red 

‘Discyss with your doctor 
if you develop: 

¢ Disabling joint pain 

¢ Sudden inability to 
move a joint 

e Excessive swelling, 
redness, bruising or a rash 
in the affected area 

¢ Sharp or shooting pain, 
especially when you exer- 
cise or exert yourself 

e A fever 


The most customary trig- 
gers of bursitis are repetitive 
motions or positions that 
put pressure on the bursae 
around a joint. Examples 
may involve: 

¢ Throwing a baseball or 
lifting something.over your 
head repeatedly 

¢ Leaning on your elbows 
for extended periods 

¢ Extensive kneeling for 
tasks such as laying carpet 
or scrubbing floors 

Other causes consist of 
injury or trauma to the af- 
fected area, inflammatory 
arthritis such as rheumatoid 
arthritis, gout and infection. 

Anyone can develop bur- 
sitis at any time, but particu- 
lar factors can increase your 
risk: 

¢ Age. Bursitis becomes 
more common with aging. 

¢ Occupations or hob- 
bies. If your work or hobby 
requires repetitive motion or 
pressure on particular bur- 


. Sae, your risk of developing 


bursitis increases. Examples 
include carpet laying, tile 
setting, gardening, painting 
and playing a musical in- 
strument. 

¢ Other medical condi- 
tions. Certain systemic dis- 
eases and conditions, such 
as rheumatoid arthritis, gout 
and diabetes increase your 
risk of developing bursitis. 
Being overweight can en- 


hance your risk of develop-- 


ing hip and knee bursitis. 
Diagnosing begins by 


consulting your primary 
care provider, who may re- 


fer you to a rheumatologist . 


who specializes in joint dis- 
orders. During the physical 
exam, your doctor will ex- 
amine various spots around 
your affected joint to try to 
determine whether a spe- 
cific bursa is triggering your 


"pain. ; 


Your doctor may also in- 
quire about: 

e Did your pain come on 
suddenly or gradually? 

¢ What kind of work do 
you do? 

¢ What are your hobbies 
or recreational activities? 

¢ Does your pain occur 


or worsen during certain ac- . 


tivities, such as kneeling or 
climbing stairs? 

¢ Have you recently fall- 
en or had another injury? 

¢ What treatments have 
you tried? 

¢ What effect did those 
treatments have? 

Doctors can often di- 
agnose bursitis based on a 
medical history and physi- 
cal exam. Testing, if needed, 
might include: 

¢ Imaging tests such as, 
X-rays, Ultrasound or MRI 
might be used if your bursi- 
tis can’t easily be diagnosed 
by a physical exam alone. 

¢ Your doctor might order 
blood tests or an analysis 
of fluid from the inflamed 
bursa to pinpoint the cause 
of your joint inflammation 
and pain. 


Bursitis commonly im- 
proves on its own. Conser- 
vative measures, such as 
rest, ice and taking a pain 
reliever, can reduce the dis- 
comfort. If conventional 
measures are not successful, 
you might require: 

e Antibiotic medication 


“if the inflammation in your 
. bursa is caused by an infec- 


tion. : 

¢ Physical therapy or ex- 
ercises that can strengthen 
the muscles in the affected 
area to ease pain and pre- 
vent recurrence. 

¢ Injections such as a cor- 
ticosteroid drug injected into 
the bursa to relieve pain and 
inflammation in your shoul- 
der or hip. This treatment 
generally acts quickly and, 
in many cases, one injection 
is all that may be necessary. 

e Temporary use of a 
walking cane or other assis- 
tive devices that will help 
relieve pressure on the af- 
fected area. 

¢ Rarely, surgical remov- 
al of the inflamed affected 
bursa may be necessary.

Bursitis is a relatively 
common condition, but be- 
cause many people treat it 
at home and do not see a 
doctor, it is difficult to know 
exactly how prevalent it is. 
While not all types of bur- 
sitis can be prevented, you 
can reduce your risk and the 
severity of flare-ups by alter- 
ing the way you do certain 
tasks. Examples include: 

*Using kneeling pads. 
Use some type of padding to 
reduce the pressure on your 
knees if your job or hobby 
requires a lot of kneeling. 

Lifting properly. Bend 
your knees when you lift. 
Failure to do so puts extra 
stress on the bursae in your 
hips. 

eWheeling heavy loads.

Use a dolly or a 
wheeled cart instead. 

e Alternate repetitive 
tasks with rest or other activ-

ities. Take frequent breaks. 

eMaintaining a healthy 
weight. Being overweight 
places more stress on your 
joints. 

e Strengthening your 
muscles can help protect 
your affected joint. Exer- 
-cises to strengthen muscles 
should only be done after 
the bursitis has gone com- 
pletely. 

¢Warming up and stretch- 
ing before strenuous activi- 
ties to protect your joints 
from injury. Before vigor- 
ous exercise, it is best to 
warm up for at least 5 to 10 
minutes. Activities could 
include. walking at a good 
speed, slow jogging, or a 
cycling machine. : 

Bursitis may reappear, 
particularly if you engage 
regularly in strenuous exer- 
cise or physical labor. Be- 


_ing informed, making smart 


choices and taking measures 
to avoid further strain or in- 
jury, will help circumvent 
this recurrence.

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Taxing Social 
Security Benefits.

Dear Rusty: My wife started collecting Social Security 
at her full retirement age of 66. I am 60 and still working, 
and I think it is unfair that we must add her Social Security 
earnings to mine when we file taxes. She has also worked 
some this year. Do we need to add this amount she received 
to our wages when we file? Signed: Overtaxed 

Dear Overtaxed: We regularly hear from people who, 
like you, are upset to find that their Social Security ben- 
efits can contribute to their tax liability. After all, you paid 
into Social Security with your taxable earnings so benefits 
shouldn’t be taxable, right? Well they weren’t when Social 
Security was first enacted in the late 1930s. But way back 
in 1983 Congress changed that to make up to 50 percent of 
benefits taxable if your income was over a certain limit, and 
then in 1993 another income threshold was added to make 
up to 85 percent of benefits taxable. And yes, since you’re 
married and file jointly all of your combined income, in- | 
cluding any earnings either of you have, affects the amount 
of your Social Security benefits that will be taxable. Without 
getting into the reasons or fairness, here’s how taxing Social 
Security works: 

Social Security uses what’s called “provisional income” 
to determine if your benefits are taxable. Provisional in- 
come includes the Adjusted Gross Income (AGI) amount 
on your tax return, with certain deductions (i.e., tax-exempt 
interest) and any non-taxable income added back in, plus 50 
percent of you total Social Security benefit - in other words 
your total gross income plus half of your total annual Social 
Security benefit. If your provisional income exceeds certain 
levels, a portion of, your Social Security becomes taxable 
income; if it doesn’t exceed those limits your benefits aren’t 


* taxable. 


The income levels to determine tax liability are different 
igi upon whether your tax filing status is “single” 
“married filing jointly.” Single people with provisional 
income of $25,000 or less and married couples filing jointly 
with provisional income of $32,000 or less pay no income 
taxes on their benefits. For single people with provisional 
income between $25,000 and $34,000 and married people 


- with provisional income between $32,000 and $44,000, up 


to 50 percent oft their benefits are taxable. And for those over 
those income thresholds, up to 85 percent of benefits are 


taxable. 


If there’s any good news in this, it’s that only your gross 
income in excess of those thresholds count when computing 
the amount of your Social Security that is taxable. Take, 
for example, a couple whose total provisional income is 
$60,000, about $15,000 of which is one half of their total 
combined Social Security benefits. Zero percent of the first 
$32,000 of provisional income is taxable; 50 percent of the 
income between $32,000 and $44,000 ($12,000) is taxable; 
and 85 percent of thé provisional income over $44,000 is 
taxable. So to do the math for this example: 

* 0 percent of the first $32,000 is taxable Social Security 
income 

¢ 50 percent of the income between $32,000-$44,000 
is taxable Social Security income (50 percent of $12,000 
equals $6,000) 

¢ 85 percent of the income amount over $44,000 is tax- 
able Social Security income (85 percent of $16,000 equals 
$13,600) 

These three segments are added together to compute 
your taxable Social Security income. In this example for 
a married couple with $60,000 in provisional income, 
$0+$6,000+$13,600 equals $19,600 in taxable Social Secu- 
rity income. In other words, $19,600 of their total $30,000 
Social Security benefit is taxable (about 65 percent in this 
example). 

So yes, adding Social Security income to your wages can 
have tax implications but it is the current law. Although 
there are active proposals in Congress to eliminate taxing 
of Social Security benefits, none have gained enough trac- 
tion to predict success. For this reason, you should always 
consult with a Tax Advisor whenever any additional income 
might increase your tax liability.

On Sept., 25 school offi- 


cials will meet with Boston 
Children’s Hospital repre- 
sentatives to plan a science 
based curriculum for the 
district about brain function 
and how addiction happens.

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4 Lanes Travel Open On New Fore River Bridge 


Transportation Secretary 
and CEO Stephanie Pol- 
lack joined Acting High- 
way Administrator Jonathan 
Gulliver, members of the 
Massachusetts legislature, 
and local officials at a news 

-conference in Quincy Sun- 
day highlighting the open- 
ing of the new Fore River 
Bridge to four total lanes of 
traffic on Saturday, Sept. 16, 
weeks sooner than original- 
ly anticipated as part of the 
ongoing bridge replacement 
project. 

The ForeRiver Bridge 
carries Route 3A over the 
Fore River between Quincy 
and Weymouth. 

“We are pleased to have 
opened two lanes of traffic 
in each direction on the new 
Fore River Bridge which 
serves as an important link 
between Quincy and Wey- 
mouth and the South Shore 
region,” said Transportation 
Secretary and CEO Stepha- 
nie Pollack. “We have appre- 
ciated the cooperation of the 
traveling public, civic lead- 
ers, and local community 
throughout our construction 
operations and look forward 

~ to completing this bridge re- 
placement project.” 

“We thank the crews 
who have worked 20 hours 
per day to get us to this point 
where four total lanes of 


traffic are now able to travel 
along the new Fore River 
Bridge,” sajd Acting High- 
way Administrator Jonathan 
Gulliver..<‘While there is 
still work to be completed, 
including dismantling the 
existing bridge and finishing 
installing sidewalks and bi- 
cycle lanes, we are proud to 
reach this significant interim 
milestone.” 

The new bridge has

on the existing temporary 
bridge.

16,2017, MassDOT reached - 
a significant milestone when

was constructed that runs 
from Roberts Street up to 
the existing school and con- 
nects with Granite Street. 

Also, air conditioners 
~ were placed in several sec- 
ond floor classrooms that 
overlook. the construction 
area. LaRouche explained 
this allows the windows to 
remain closed during warm 
days to keep out noise. 

“This is to make sure stu- 
dents aren’t impacted by the 
sounds,” he said.

The Planning Board has 
given its approval to a pro- 
posal by auto dealer Daniel 
Quirk to build a new Maz- 


‘ da dealership at the corner 


of McGrath Highway and 
Brackett Street that could 
open as early as next sum- 
mer. 

The board unanimously 
approved Quirk’s proposal 
to build the new dealership 
at 91 McGrath Highway 
and 5 Brackett St. during 
its meeting on Seyt. 13. The 
Conservation Commission 
and Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals both signed off on the 
project in June. 

Quirk plans to raze the 
existing buildings on site 
— a dealership building and 
the former home of Yellow 
Cab: — this fall, Jim Burke, 
an éngineer for the project, 
said shortly after the board’s 


_ vote. The foundation for 


the new building’ could be 
installed later this fall be- 


. fore winter arrives, and the 


bulk of construction is set to 
take place next spring with 
a summer 2018 opening an- 
ticipated. 


The new building will 
stand two stories tall with 
nearly 24,000 square feet of 
space inside and an 18,786 
square foot footprint. Park- 
ing for 142 vehicles will be 
provided on site — 44 vehi- 
cles on display, 36 for cus- 
tomers, 30 for employees 
and 32 for service/storage — 
plus others displayed in the 
showroom. 

As part of the project, 
Quirk plans to improve 
upon the 92,176 square foot 
parcel by installing storm- 
water: control systems and 
other underground utilities, 
reconfiguring the layout of 
the parking lot and creating 
new landscaping — including 
the removal of invasive spe- 
cies along the Town Brook 
and planting native species 
along the river bank. 

The project was well 
received at a July 19 Plan- 
ning Board hearing on the 
proposal. Ward 1 Councillor 
Margaret Laforest voiced 
her support for the plan 
at that meeting, crediting 
Quirk for working with the 


neighborhood on plans for

Six Bars, Stores Fail Compliance Checks

Six establishments — four 
liquor stores and two bars 
— will be called before the 
Board License Commis- 
sioners after failing compli- 
ance checks because they 
sold alcohol to minors. 

The Quincy Police De- 
conducted the 
compliance checks in recent 
weeks using grant money, 
according to Lt. Peter Tur- 
owski, the department’s li- 
quor inspector. 

Turowski said the six 
establishments that failed 


the checks were: Callahan’s 
Tap, 296 Copeland St.; the 
Presidential Pub, 29 Temple 
St.; Hancock Liquors, 229 
Quincy Ave.; Lucky Wine 
& Liquors, 66 Newbury 
St.; Presidential Liquors, 
25 Scammell St.; and Wol- 


-laston Wine & Spirits, 58 


Beale St. 

The owners of establish- 
ments will be called before 
the licensing board at a fu~ 
ture date, where they could 
be subject to punishment. 

During the compliance 
checks, which police ad-

vertise in advance, an indi- 
vidual under the age of 21 is 
sent inside stores, bars and 
restaurants with marked cur- 
rency and asks to be served 
alcohol. The establishment 
fails if the individual is sold 
alcohol. 

“Tt’s very simple to pass, 
you just have to ask for ID,” 
Turowski said. “We’re not 
trying to trick them — we 


have no fake IDs. You're: 


supposed to check ID each 
and every time.” 

The lieutenant said the 
number of licensees that fail 


the compliance checks var- 
ies from year to year, with 
six being on the high side. 

“Tt’s a little high,” Tur- 
owski said. “The last two 
times we did it we didn’t 
catch anybody.” 

The grant that funds the 
compliance checks also 
pays for the Cop in a Shop 
program, Turowski said. In

Before voting on the 
bond, the council unani- 
mously approved cutting 
$1.3 million from the $12.84 
bond Koch had initially re- 
quested.

“Though it is a sizeable 
amount of money, there is 
really nothing grandiose 
here,” he said.

ally it’s addressing a lot of 
deferred maintenance. Up- 
grades, improvements, are 
really not there. It’s repair- 
ing the buildings. 

“The need is great — the 
list could go on and on, and 
as the years go forward it 
will be supplemented, but 
these are immediate needs.” 

The bond approved 
Monday includes $3.86 mil- 

- lion for improvements to 
the city’s school buildings. 
Among other items, it will 
pay for new gym bleachers, 
auditorium seating, carpet- 
ing, rooftop chillers, and 
more efficient interior light- 
ing at North Quincy High; a 
study for a possible addition 
to Beechwood Knoll; asbes- 
tos removal at various build- 
ings; re-commissioning the 
HVAC control systems at 
several schools; and work at 
the Lincoln-Hancock pool, 
including new showers in 
the locker room and design- 
ing a new ceiling.

“I’m asking this evening 
that we work together.

The remaining funds, nearly 
$1 million, are primarily 
for work at the city’s fire- 
houses — including asbestos 
removal, roof and window 
work, and _ re-supporting 
truck bays. 

Four firefighters spoke at 
the meeting, highlighting the 
needs of the city’s firehous- 
es.

Ward 1 Councillor Mar- 
garet Laforest said was glad 
the concerns at the firehous- 
es were being addressed. 

“The firehouses are defi- 
nitely antiquated,” she said. 
“It’s important that they’re 
getting modernized and up- 
graded, because those build- 
ings work 24/7/365. As first 
responders, they’re always 
there for us.” 

Councillor Noel DiBona 
said the city should take 
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advantage of-its AA+ bond 
rating and address the main- 
tenance needs now. 

“We can kick the can 
down the road a lot longer, 
but in my personal opinion 
it’s going to cost us more 
down the road,” he said. 

Councillor Nina Liang 
said-she and other council- 
lors had toured firehouses 
with Palaza, and she un- 
derstood the need to repair 
those buildings. 

“Tt’s absolutely terrify- 
ing when you’re walking 
under a ceiling that’s being 
held up by jacks and there 
is a 60,000-pound fire truck 
above your head,’ Liang 
said. “It’s incredibly terrify- 
ing.”

‘Tepairs, but said city and 


fire officials should come 
together and identify which 
firehouses are most in need 
of replacement. 

“T’ve been in the West

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION announced that vic- 
tims of the telemarketing tech support scam who lost money 
will soon get an email with instructions to claim a partial refund. 
The refunds are the result of an FTC case against “Advanced 
Tech Support”, also known as “Inbound Call Experts.” At the 
end of a lawsuit brought by the FTC and the State of Florida, 
a federal court in Florida ordered the company to pay $10 mil-. 
lion for customer refunds. The company deceived hundreds of 
thousands of people by pressuring them into buying computer 
services they didn’t need. According to the FTC, the company 
used online ads, search results, and partnerships with software 
developers to lure consumers to call Advanced Tech Support. 
Then their telemarketers used high-pressure sales tactics to sign 
people up for unneeded technical support subscriptions and ser- 
vices, sometimes for hundreds of dollars. The FTC’s emails 
about refunds in this case will come from subscribe@subscribe. 
ftc.gov. Your email will have a claim number and a PIN that will 
give you access to apply for a refund. If you get an email, follow 
the instructions and respond by October 27, 2017. 

If you choose, you don’t have to click. on the link in the 
email. You can start the claims process at ftc.gov/TechSupport 
or call the refund administrator at 877-793-0908. It’s a good 


idea to be cautious about clicking on links in emails. The FTC 


is using emails for this claims process so more people will get 
money back. You never have to pay to get a refund in an FTC 
case. Anyone who asks you to pay for a refund is a scammer.

the purchase Sept. 20; final 
approval for the bond could 
come as soon as Oct. 2 at the 
next regular council meet- 
ing.

hood.” 

Councillor Noel DiBona 
said enrollment at both Lin- 
coln-Hancock and Montclair 
has increased by more than 
80 students over the past 
decade, and Clifford Mar- 
shall’s enrollment has gone 
up by more than 20 students 
in that time.

Committee OKs Reduced 
Animal Shelter Bond 


Mayor Seeks $7.1 Million But Finance Committee 


Approves $3.55 Million; Palmucci, Finn Seek 


Designs Before Signing Off On Full Amount

The City Council’s fi- 
nance. committee approved 
a $3.55 million bond to pay 
for a new animal shelter af- 
ter several members balked 
at ponying up the full $7.1 
million sought by Mayor 
Thomas Koch before sche- 
matic designs for the 21,000 
square foot building are 
completed. 

The committee on Sept. 
20 spent nearly two-and- 
half-hours deliberating the 
request for the bond to pay 
for the new animal shelter. 
The $3.55 million bond was 
approved unanimously af- 
ter an amendment to cut in 
half the initial $7.1 million 
sought by the mayor passed 
in a split vote. 

The final council vote on 
the $3.55 million bond could 
come as soon as Oct. 2. 

Koch had proposed con- 
structing the new animal 
shelter on a city-owned par- 
cel of land on Quarry Street 
this. spring as part of his lat- 
est capital plan; the city will 
also build a dog park on site 


“using funds from a $27 mil- 


lion bond, funded by hotel 
tax receipts, which was ap- 


proved in May.

The 21,000 square foot 
building will include space 
for the new Quincy Animal 


Shelter, as well as a spay/ 
neuter clinic, the Quincy 
Police Department’s K9 
Unit, and the city’s animal 
control officer. 

Koch had sought a $7.1 
million bond to pay for the 
project, including schematic 
design of the new building. 
Several councillors said 
they were hesitant to ap- 
prove the full request with- 
out the schematic design 
being completed, though all 
agreed a new animal shel- 
ter is much needed. Ward 4 


‘Councillor Brian Palmucci 


proposed cutting the bond 
amount in half after Coun- 
cillor Joseph Finn raised 
concerns about the lack of a 
schematic design. 

“I’m in the private, non- 
profit world,” Finn said. “If 
I appear before my board of 
directors and said ‘give me 
X amount of capital dollars 
to go up and do this’ and I 
didn’t have a single render- 
ing for them or at that point 
show some conceptual de- 
sign...I’d get laughed out.” 

“I concur 100 percent 
with Councillor Finn - I 
don’t see any reason why 
we need to approve the full 
$7.1 million tonight,” Pal- 
mucci said.

| ‘Remembering Bob Gohl 


he Quincy Sun family was saddened by the passing 
of longtime cable TV news producer and reporter 
Robert Gohl who died Sept. 13 at the much too-young- 


- age of 67. 


Bob was more than a producer for the Sun’s cable TV 
news show during the 1980s. He was really a pioneer 
who provided a professional and steady hand as this local 
newspaper segued into a new platform of delivering local 
news via cable TV during its infancy. 

Bob produced the Quincy Sun Cable News — a half 
hour news program — daily in the Sun’s newspaper office 
for about a decade. He was more than just the producer. 
Bob filmed local news on location with a video camera, 
interviewed news sources, wrote the script for the news 
anchors and finally edited the entire show before it broad- 
cast locally in the afternoon Monday through Friday. 

Bob covered a lot of ground for The Sun and enjoyed 
his work. He attended city council and school committee 
meetings; community events, sports, breaking news and 
the political scene. He knew just about every news maker 
in the city and treated all of them with respect. 

Bob was selfless, reliable and hard working. His pas- 
sion for the news industry was as strong as his work ethic. 
He would work days, nights and weekends — whenever 
and whereever news happened: Bob was undaunted in 
his pursuit of local news always getting some footage or 
off-camera comments for a story. He was as sure as the 
sun at dawn, the moon at midnight. 

My father, Quincy Sun founder and longtime Publish- 
er Henry Bosworth, hired Bob shortly after the newspa- 
per got the rights to produce and air video news on the 
Quincy Sun cable channel. It was first Channel 8 — “Great 
on 8,” we used to say. Later the channel was changed to 
Channel 26. 

Henry had faith in Bob and Bob produced for The Sun. 
Their boss-employee relationship was typical of any TV 
newsroom or newspaper in America. At times there were 
spirited exchanges between the two creative thinkers but, 
in the end, the show always got done and provided an im- 
portant news service for local residents for many years. 

I first met Bob when I was just starting out as a news 
reporter for The Sun in the mid 1980s. I found him af- 
fable, amusing and sincere. We’d talk shop (news) and 
hobbies (music). Anyone who met Bob Gohl knew with- 
in five minutes that he was one of the biggest and devout 
Beatles fans around. 

Once in a while he’d call on me to fill in at the anchor 
desk if one our regulars was away on vacation or couldn’t 
come in for the day for one reason or another. 

He’d arrived at the Sun office extra early and write the 
script well in advance of the news show just so that you’d 
have time to rehearse before filming. He’d have all the 
equipment set up, too, just to give you an idea of where 
the camera was to help put you at ease. 

There were other times we’d go off to some film shoot. 
Bob had a penchant for driving some pretty small cars. I 
remember one old blue Honda Civic that was barely big- 
ger than a roller skate or so it seemed. It was filled with 
equipment and other gear but it got us where we had to 
be. If the shoot such as a press conference was running 
late to start, Bob would utter his trademark complaint, 
“Hurry up and wait.” 

One time Bob drove John Noonan, one of the regu- 
lar anchors on the Quincy Sun TV News, and me to An- 
thony’s Pier 4 in Boston. The year was 1984 and former 
President Gerald Ford was making a campaign stop on 
behalf of Elliot Richardson, the former U.S. attorney 
general who was making a bid for the Republican nomi- 
nation for U.S. Senate. Ford had come to Boston to en- 
dorse Richardson who was perhaps best known for his 
refusal during Watergate to obey President Nixon’s order 
to fire a special prosecutor. 

John Noonan was like Quincy’s Walter Cronkite or Da- 
vid Brinkley. An elder statesman who was likeable, fair 
and dogged in his reporting. John was also pretty savvy. 
At the press conference in Boston, John asked President 
Ford if he thought President Nixon should apologize to 
this nation for the Watergate scandal. 

Ford, who had pardoned Nixon after the disgraced 
president resigned from office following Watergate and 


his impeachment in the summer of 1974, took the ques- 
tion, paused, and then answered, “Yes, I do think he owes 
this nation an apology.” 


# The rest of the assembled media picked up the*quote 


and it appeared on several Boston and national news pro- 
grams later that evening. 

There were other anchors who were featured on the 
news program including Leslie Douglas. Leslie has writ- 
ten her own tribute to Bob which appears on Page 26. 

The Sun Cable TV news program; admittedly a lot of 
work, was also a lot of fun its day. It got you out of the 
office and brought you in contact with a lot of interesting 
folks. 

I can remember one shoot about 33 years ago (can 
it be that long ago?) when Bob and I went to Cerebral 
Palsy of the South Shore headquartered in Quincy. Dave 
Cowens, the Boston Celtics legend, was in town to help 
support CP. It was June of 1984 and the interview was 
the day after the Celtics defeated the Los Angeles Lakers 
to win the NBA Championship. I got to talk a little hoop 
with a future Hall of Famer, a big thrill for me. 

Cowens was very kind and took all our questions. I 
was so focused on not screwing up the interview- that I 
didn’t see that Cowens was standing beside a small: boy 
with CP holding himself up with a small walker. A photo 
that someone gave me shows Cowens talking to me as a I 
held a microphone and the little boy with a great big grin 
standing next to his basketball idol. 

Bob Gohl was also a bit of perfectionist who pais 
strived to do better. He was constantly on the lookout 
for better cameras, better lighting, better editing equip- 
ment, even better VHS tapes (this was long before digital 
files.) 

Bob even went on a mini-crusade to freshen up our 
news anchor desk here inside the office. One day the fa- 
miliar blue curtain that served as a backdrop was gone. 
It was replaced with a towering wooden wall with blue 
boxes on a painted gray background. We affectionately 
called it our “Jeopardy” set. We used it extensively in- 
cluding an interview with Sen. Ted Kennedy who always 
made it a point to stop by The Sun when he was in Quin- 
cy. 

Bob also had a keen marketing eye. He had a sugges- 
tion for running an ad for The Sun newspaper on the TV 
news with the Beatles’ song “Here Comes the Sun” as 
the intro. 

We tend to measure time by days, months and years. 

«» But those we meet and share time with are also bench- 
marks of our lives. 

Bob Gohl was one of those benchmarks. 

He made an indelible impression if you were fortu- 
nate to meet him and he became a lifelong friend and 
colleague. 

Bob was a wonderful person who left us way too son. 

His legacy at The Sun will be cherished and remem- 
bered forever.

Study Gets Negative 
Reaction From Public 


Members of a study team examining the environmental 
impact of a proposed MBTA station in South Quincy re- 
ceived a distinctly negative reaction from a group of local 
residents at a public workshop. 

About 100 residents attended and 15 of them spoke out. 

Officials of the MBTA and a Boston consulting firm ap- 


peared at the Lincoln-Hancock Community School to in- 


form residents of the natue and scope of a study now under- 
way to determine the feasibility of extending the MBTA Red 
Line from Quincy Center to an area. between Independence 
Avenue, and Centre Street, in South Quincy. However, all 
speakers voiced strong disapproval of the proposal. 

“T’ll do everything in my power to keep this station from 
being built,” said Robert Cerasoli, Democratic candidate for 
state representative in the First Norfolk District. Rep. Jo- _ 
seph Brett, while affirming he was in favor of rapid transit 
extension southward, stressed that, “We don’t need a termi- 
nal a half-mile from Quincy Center.”

Multiple sclerosis (MS) 

is a potentially disabling 
disease of the brain and spi- 
nal cord. 

In MS, the immune sys- 
tem attacks the protective 
sheath (myelin) that covers 
nerve fibers and triggers a 
disruption of communica- 
tion between the brain and 
the rest of the body. Ul- 
timately, the disease can 
cause the nerves themselves 
to deteriorate or become 
permanently damaged. 

Multiple sclerosis signs 
and symptoms may contrast 
greatly from person to per- 
son and over the course of 
the disease contingent on the 
location of affected nerve fi- 
bers. They may include: 

¢ Numbness or weakness 
in one or more limbs that 
typically occurs on one side 
of your body at a time, or 
the legs and trunk 

¢ Partial or complete loss 
of vision, usually in one eye 
at a time, often with pain 
during eye movement 

¢ Prolonged double vi- 
sion 

 ¢ Tingling or pain in parts’ 
of your body 

e Electric-shock sensa- 
tions that occur with par- 
ticular neck movements, 
especially bending the neck 
forward 

¢“Tremor, lack of coordi- 
nation or unsteady gait 

e Slurred speech 

¢ Fatigue 

¢ Dizziness 

People with multiple 
sclerosis also may develop: 

* Muscle stiffness or 
spasms 

¢ Paralysis, typically in 
the legs 

‘e Problems with bladder, 
bowel or sexual function 

¢ Mental changes, such 
as forgetfulness or mood 
swings 
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¢ Depression 

¢ Epilepsy 

The majority of those 
with MS experience peri- 
ods of new symptoms or 
relapses that develop over 
days or weeks and usually 
improve partially or com- 
pletely. These relapses are 
followed by calm periods of 
disease ‘remission that can 
last months or even years. 

About 60 to 70 percent of 
people with relapsing-remit- 
ting MS ultimately develop 
a steady progression of 
symptoms, with or without 
periods of remission, known 
as  secondary-progressive 
MS. A handful of people 
with MS encounter what is 
known as primary-progres- 
sive MS, a gradual onset 
and continual progression of 
signs and symptoms devoid 
of any relapses. 

While the cause of mul- 
tiple sclerosis is unknown, it 
is well documented that this 
immune system malfunction 
destroys myelin (the fatty 
substance that coats and 
protects nerve fibers in the 


. brain and spinal cord). My- 


elin can be paralleled to the 
insulation coating on elec- 
trical wires. When the pro- 
tective myelin is injured and 
nerve fiber is exposed, the 
messages that move along 
that nerve may be slowed or 
obstructed. The nerve itself 


‘may also sustain damage. 


Research suggests that 
both genetic and: environ- 
mental factors may play a 
part in the development of 
MS. These factors may in- 
crease your risk of develop- 
ing multiple sclerosis: 

e Age. MS can occur at 
any age, but most common- 
ly affects people between 
the ages of 15 and 60. 

¢ Sex. Women are about 
twice as likely as men are to 


develop MS. 

‘¢ Family history. If one of 
your parents or siblings has 
had MS, you are at higher 
risk of developing the dis- 
ease. 

¢ Certain infections. A 
variety of viruses have been 
linked to MS, including 
Epstein-Barr, the virus that 
causes infectious mononu- 
cleosis. 

¢ Race. White people, 
particularly those of North- 
ern European descent, are at 
highest risk of developing 
MS. People of Asian, Afri- 
can or Native American de- 
scent have the lowest risk. 

-e Climate. MS is far more 
common in countries with 
temperate climates, includ- 
ing Canada, the northern 
United States, New Zea- 
land, southeastern Australia 
and Europe. 

¢ Certain autoimmune 
diseases. You have a slight- 
ly higher risk of developing 
MS if you have thyroid dis- 
ease, type 1 diabetes or in- 
flammatory bowel disease. 

¢ Smoking. Smokers who 
experience a primary event 
of symptoms that may sig- 
nal MS are more likely than 
nonsmokers to develop a 
second event that confirms 
relapsing-remitting MS. 

Diagnosing multiple 
sclerosis often relies on rul- 
ing out other conditions that 
might produce comparable 
signs and symptoms. Your 
healthcare provider may 
recommend: 

* Blood tests, to help ex- 
clude other diseases with 
similar symptoms. 

¢ Lumbar puncture in 
which a small sample of flu- 
id is removed from your spi- 
nal canal. This test can show 
abnormalities in antibodies 
that are associated with MS. 

¢ MRI, which can reveal

areas of MS lesions on your 
brain and spinal cord. 

¢ Evoked potential tests, 
which record the electrical 
signals produced by your 
nervous system in response 
to stimuli. 

Since there is no cure for 
multiple sclerosis, treatment 
normally focuses on accel- 
erating the recovery from 
attacks, reducing the pro- 
gression of the disease and 
management of MS symp- 
toms. Some people have 
such mild symptoms that 
treatment is unnecessary. 

Treatments for MS at- 
tacks may consist of cor- 
ticosteroids or plasma 
exchange. For primary-pro- 
gressive MS, Ocrelizumab 
is the. only FDA-approved 
disease-modifying therapy. 
It slows worsening of dis- 
ability in people with this 
type of MS. For relapsing- 
remitting MS, numerous 
disease-modifying therapies 
are available. Other treat- 
ment modalities may in- 


“clude: 


¢ Physical therapy 

¢ Muscle relaxants 

¢ Medications to reduce 
fatigue 


¢ Medications also may ~ 


be prescribed for depres- 
sion, pain, sexual dysfunc- 
tion, and bladder or bowel 
control problems 

Many people with MS 
utilize an assortment of al- 
ternative therapies to help 
manage their symptoms but 


there are few studies that * § 


corroborate their efficacy 
in managing symptoms. 
Guidelines from the Ameri- 
can Academy of Neurol- 
ogy advocate the use of oral 
cannabis extract for muscle 
spasticity and pain, but do 
not recommend cannabis 
in any other form for other 
MS symptoms due to a lack 
of evidence. The guidelines 
also do not endorse the use 
of herbal supplements or 
magnetic therapy for alle- 
viation of MS symptoms. 

If you have been diag- 
nosed with MS, there are 
measures you can take on 
your own, to help relieve the 
signs and symptoms: 

* Get plenty of rest. 

¢ Exercise 

¢ Cool down. MS symp- 
toms often worsen when

IRMAA And 
Medicare Premiums

Dear Rusty: Due to my adjusted income in 2015 my 
wife and I (70 & 66) now have over $400 taken from our 
monthly Social Security fixed income to pay for our share 
of Medicare. I was let go from my last company of 27 years 
while I was on medical leave. I had to pull out money from 
my 401k to live on and that showed as an increase to my 
2015 income. Why do seniors get punished for trying to sur- 
vive and not lose all they have worked for? I never heard of 
this type of action taken against retired seniors before. Was 
it‘an ACA (Obamacare) regulation so the government can 
steal from the elderly? Signed: Frustrated 

Dear Frustrated: Well, no, it’s not some kind of Gov- 
ernment conspiracy against senior citizens, but rather it’s a 
consequence of the Medicare Modernization Act of 2003 
(which took effect in 2007) affecting Medicare Part B pre- 
miums, and of the ACA, which took effect in 2011 affecting 
Part D premiums. Both of these laws targeted higher income 
beneficiaries by causing them to pay higher Medicare Part B 
and Part D premiums, depending upon their filing status and 
income level. I’m afraid what you have come up against is 
something called IRMAA”, or the Income Related Medi- 
care Adjustment Amount. And since Medicare premiums 
are usually deducted from Social Security benefits, those 
affected see their benefit check get smaller. 

Without getting into all the different income levels and 
higher premivsas for each filing status, I'll just focus on 
your personal situation. Since you are married and, I pre- 
sume, filing jointly on your income taxes, as long as your 
combined Modified Adjusted Gross Income (MAGI) is un- 
der $170,000 there is no surcharge to either your Part B pre- 
mium or your Part D premium. If your MAGI is more than 
$170,000, your Part B premium increases to anything from 
$187.50 monthly to $428.60 monthly depending upon your 
income level, and a supplement of from $13.30 to $76.20 
is added to your Part D premium (all dollar values are for 
2017). It sounds as though the 2015 withdrawals from your 
401(k) were enough to push you over the income limit, 
causing Medicare premiums for both you and your wife to 


increase for 2017 (Note that Medicare reviews tax returns | 


from two years prior to make the income determination). 
Now for a little light at the end of the tunnel: Medicare 
recognizes that beneficiaries sometimes have a major “life- 
changing event” which can cause their income level to be 
unusually high for a given year, thus activating Medicare’s 
IRMAA clause. You can request that Medicare review your 
situation and base your Medicare premium on a subsequent 
year’s lower income (e.g., 2016), but you will need to prove 
to Medicare that your IRMAA should be less. To do this, 


you may start by using Form SSA-44 found at https://www. 


ssa.gov/forms/ssa-44.pdf cr you can make an appointment 
at your local Social Security office and request reconsidera- 
tion of your IRMAA amount in person. Even if the initial 
review results in rejection, you have several appeal op- 
tions available to you, starting with submitting form SSA- 
561 “Request for Reconsideration” which can be found at 
https://www.ssa.gov/forms/ssa-561.pdf, and continuing 
if necessary to a review by an Administrative Law Judge, 
by the Medicare Appeals Council, and even by the Federal 


District Court, if necessary. And if you are successful, you 


might be getting a letter from Social Security notifying you 
that you’ll be getting a refund of the excess of those higher 
IRMAA-related Medicare ier which you ve been 
paying.

19 granted an. all-alcohol 
license to Jazz Moon Kara- 
oke, which operates inside 
the Kam Man Plaza at 217 
Quincy Ave. 

The karaoke bar previ- 
ously had a beer and wine 
license. The licensing board 
in April had imposed a five- 
day suspension on -Jazz 
Moon Karaoke, with three 
days to serve, after Quincy 
police found 77 bottles of 
liquor on site and menus 
featuring cocktails made 
with hard alcohol while in- 
vestigating the near-fatal 
stabbing of the bar’s owner, 
Jasmine Le, in February. 
The stabbing remains under 
investigation. 

Police Lt. Peter Turows- 
ki, the department’s liquor 
inspector, said at the time 
Jazz Moon Karaoke had no 
other infractions in recent 
years. The bar has been open 
for 13 years. 

William Phelan, Le’s at- 
torney and a former mayor 
of Quiacy, said Jazz Moon 


Karaoke is facing increased 
competition and the all alco- 
hol license would increase 
business, which he said has 
dropped precipitously this 
year. 

“Jasmine has lived in 
Quincy for the past 13 
years. She has two children 
she’s raising as a single 
mother now, divorced, and 
trying to make ends meet,” 
Phelan said. “This change in 
category will certainly go a 
long way in assisting her to 
do that.” 

The bartenders at Jazz 
Moon Karaoke will be TIPS 
certified, Phelan said. Tur- 
owski offered to provide Le 
with contact information for 
a TIPS instructor she could 
use to train any new em- 
ployees. 

The licensing board 
unanimously approved the 
request for an all-alcohol 
license. 

“I know you experienced 
a setback; it was difficult 
for you,” Fire Chief Joseph 
Barron said. “I wish you the 
best of luck.” 

In other business on 
Sept. 19, the board granted 
a common victualler license 
to Unchained Pizza, which 
operates inside the strip mall 
at 550 Adams St. 

The popular pizzeria was

forced to close after the roof 
of the building it is located 
in collapsed amid record- 
breaking “snowstorms in 
February 2015. The build- 
ing at 550 Adams St. was 
one of at least five in the city 
whose roof collapsed after 
nearly 100 inches of snow 
fell during a four-week pe- 
riod starting in late January 
of that year.

I wanted to write this let- 
ter in hopes to be published 
in your paper. 

I am a lifelong resident 
of Quincy as is my husband 
and my parents. 

We have lived in the 
house we are in, in Squan- 
tum, since 1969. 

Over the past few years 
there has been a huge in- 
crease in the traffic and on 
street parking in Quincy.

She said she 
was taking out trash when she noticed a loud older Jeep with 
Vermont plates in the garage being operated by a “scruffy” 
male in his late-30s to 40.

The vehicle then exited and she went to the area where she

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Cont’d From Page 1 
tion — walking, biking, tran- 
sit and driving — for people 
of all ages and abilities.

A team of "volunteers 
recently made the Central 
Baptist Church in Quincy 
Center more energy effi- 
cient, preventing the church 
from having another expen- 
sive heating disaster like it 
did last winter. 

Imagine for a moment 
walking into your home 
to find your radiators have 
burst. The horror! Water 
everywhere. Broken boiler. 
Burst pipes. Ruth Couli- 
more walked into this disas- 
ter one Sunday morning in 
her home away from home, 
the Central Baptist Church 
on Washington Street. 

Anoil delivery went to the 


wrong tank and the church’s 
fuel tank was empty. It was 
the coldest day of the year. 
The water in the pipes froze 
and burst the heating system 
in several places. 

With the help of the 
Home Energy Efficiency 
Team (HEET) and a group 
of Harvard University vol- 
unteers, this will never hap- 
pen again. 

Earlier in September, a 
new smart thermostat was 
connected to Coulimore’s 
home computer. Now, when 
cold winter nights threaten 
to freeze those pipes again, 
she can check her home 


computer and, if needed, 


turn the thermostat up a 
bit. The thermostat will 
also send her an emergency 
email if the indoor tempera- 
ture drops too low. Now the 
church can safely set back 
its thermostat when unoccu- 
pied with confidence, saving 
money. 

Volunteers from the Har- 
vard Kennedy School of 
Government came to learn 
how to connect these smart 
thermostats and participate 
and various other energy ef- 
ficiency actions, all of which 
will decrease the energy use 
and carbon footprint of the 
church. ,

Pinwheels Spin For Peace 
-At-Atherton Hough School

On the fence in front of 
Atherton Hough School, 
pinwheels with messages of 
peace and hope spun in the 
gusty wind from Tropical 
Storm Jose on Sept. 21 as 
students and teachers partic- 
ipated in the Pinwheels for 
Peace project as part of the 
36th annual International 
Day of Peace. 

“There are a lot of sym- 
bols and words of peace on 
the pinwheels,” said princi- 
pal, Robin Moreira. 

Two days earlier, the en- 
tire school stopped to make 
the pinwheels. All the teach- 
ers worked with the students 
in designing and putting 
them together. 

“We all stopped at the 
same time,” Moreira said. 
“We wanted to do a school- 
wide activity that would 
translate from kindergarten 
to the fifth grade.” 

Some of the fifth grade 
students helped the young- 
er students with ‘their pin- 
wheels. 

“They (fifth graders) cut 
the holes for them and they 
(younger students) colored 
the pinwheels,’ Moreira 
said. 

Students drew colorful 
symbols on the pinwheels. 
Some had written messages 
of peace. 

Rain on Sept. 20 delayed 
the staff’s plan to place the 
pinwheels on the front fence 
so+when students arrived 
the following morning - 
International Day of Peace 
- they would be greeted by 
the spinning pinwheels and 
their messages. 

During the day on Sept. 
21, each class went outside 
to place their pinwheels on 
the fence. Students carefully 
positioned the pinwheels on 
the top bar of the fence. 

The principal said she re- 
cently became aware of the 
Pinwheels for Peace proj- 
ect. 

It was started in 2005 by 
two Coconut Creek, Florjda 
high school art teachers, 
Ann Ayers and Ellen Mc-

Millan, according to the 
Pinwheels for Peace web- 
site. The idea waseto offer a 
way for students to express 
their feelings about the way 
of the world in commemo- 
ration with the International 
Day of Peace. 

The first year saw more 
than 1,300 schools partici- 
pating throughout the world 
where about 500,000 pin- 
wheels were created. The 
project has since involved 
more than 3,500 schools 
and organizations with more 
than 4.5 million pinwheels 
spinning on International 
Day of Peace. 

“The project was quickly 
embraced by their students 
and the entire school com- 
munity and by millions of 
art teachers, teachers, par- 
ents, children and adults 
who desire peace in our 
world,” stated the Pinwheels 
for Peace website. 

The pinwheel harkens to 
a simpler time, according to 
the website. 

“A pinwheel is a child- 
hood symbol — it reminds us 
of a time when things were 
simple, joyful, peaceful,” 
stated the Pinwheels for 
Peace website. “The spin- 
ning of the pinwheels in the 
wind will spread thoughts 
and feelings about peace 
throughout the country and 
the world,” 


The project’s website 


stated that the pinwheels are — 


not a political statement, but 
simply offer a public state- 
ment about peace as well as 
creating a public art exhibit. 

Moreira said she regis- 
tered her school with the 
project. 

“Many schools through- 
out the country register as a 
way to celebrate peace,” she 
said. 

As part of the Internation- 
al Day of Peace observance, 
Moreira said that teachers 
read age-appropriate stories 
about peace to the students. 
Additionally, songs about 


peace were sung and class 


discussions were held. 

The observance was 
started in 1981 by a United 
Nations resolution to pro- 
vide a day of peace where 
the world could share a 
“date for all humanity to 
commit to peace above all 
differences and to contrib- 
ute to building a culture of 
peace,” states the Interna- 
tional Day of Peace website. 
The observance has been 
held every Sept. 21 since. 

Moreira noted the line of 
pinwheels on the school’s 
front fence spinning vigor- 
ously in the wind. “They’re 
really spinning out there,” 
she said. “They look great. 
The kids love looking at 
them.”

_ career, his family, the Beat- 


les, the Three Stooges, Os- 
car Meyer wieners . . . and 
eating in general. And if: 
you loved the Beatles too, 
you might have experienced 
what Donna Gray did: 
“After having worked 
many years together at The 
Quincy Sun, he would call 
me from his new location 
in Plymouth and say: ‘I am. 
coming up to see you! I have 
made copies of everything 
for you!’ He would bring 
me concert CDs, magazine 
articles, anything Beatles — 
and he would never take a 
cent of reimbursement.” 
Bob’s generosity and 
kindness are well known. 
Bob loved the company 
of his long-time wife Laurie 


and their life together was - 


surrounded by music and 
travel. They took many trips 
as avid dedicated Beatles 
fans, most recently includ- 
ing a trip to London and 
Liverpool, England. Bob’s 
life embodied the philoso- 
phy of the Beatles he so en- 
joyed: “In the end, the love 
you take is equal to the love 
you make.” 

On Sept. 18th funeral 
services held at the QPC be- 
gan fittingly with Paul Mc- 
Cartney’s “Let It Be” sung 
by talented soloist Bulent 
Guneralp. This wonderful 
celebration of Bob’s life 
was led by longtime friend 


- Rev. William Harding: 


“I met Bob in the 9th 
grade . . . he was the AV 
King, racing down the halls. 

“This was also when he 
made his first movie entitled 
‘Superman.’ As writer, pro- 
ducer and director, he cast 
his neighborhood friends 
in starring roles and shot 
the film “on location” in 
his backyard. I asked him 
how he created the special 
effects-like flying. He ex- 
plained he had Superman 
standing on a big box in 
flying position, with arms 
reaching forward and told 
him to jump as high and as 
far as he could. Then at mid- 
air, Bob shut the camera off. 
Then he would move the 
box .. . and repeat . . . film- 
ing only while Superman 
was off the ground. It made 
for a wiggly-looking flight, 
but you can appreciate the 
creativity behind it!” 

Rev. Harding continued: 

“Bob also loved camp.

parents put him on the bus to 
Camp Winni, he was kicking 
and screaming : . . but when 
it was time to come home, 
he didn’t want to leave. He 
loved it! He went on to be- 
come a lifelong camp advi- 
sor in the youth program at 
QPC. Bob really enjoyed 
the children. He loved his 
parents, he loved his sister 
and he loved God and his 
church. He believed people 
should come together, for- 
give and move on.” 

Bob’s friend Bubba also 
shared his fond memories of 
camp: “We met in 1969 and 
Bob was always running 
around with the camera. He 
was the counselor and when 
the kids would get in trou- 
ble, Bob would say loudly 
to them: ‘I DON’T WANT 
TO KNOW!’ and then get 
them quietly out of trouble. 
Later I was so honored to 
be asked to be Bob’s best 
man: he was a great man — 
the most loved man I know 
—and leaves a great legacy.” 

Grant Baxter spoke 
next. 

“We met in Pilgrim Fel- 
lowship, the church youth 
group. We tortured him with 
teasing! But he was always 
a good sport and loved to 


laugh and be a prankster 
himself. I admired that he 
loved to learn, was so open 
minded and showed such 


‘kindness. But he could yell 


when he got mad and boy 
could he snore!” 

“Last May I was so hap- 
py to visit and to bring him — 
wheel chair and all — to what 
turned out to be his final 
Beatles concert in Onset . . 
. and yes, he had the camera 
going even then! The band 
members all knew him and 
came over to talk with him 
and spend some time with

Brad Croall, Noel DiBona, 
Kirsten Hughes and Nina 
Liang joining Finn and Pal- 
mucci in favor of it; William 
Harris and Margaret Lafor- 
est were opposed, and Ian 
Cain was not in attendance. 

Laforest said Freedenfeld 
had worked with stakehold- 
ers — animal shelter staff, the 
animal control officer and 
police — to draft a 12-page 
list of items that will also 


be incorporated in the new 


building. 

“There is a 12-page, line- 
by-line breakdown of ex- 
pected square footage; there 
is extensive programming,” 
Laforest said. “There is 12 
pages to back up your re- 
quest.” 

Harris said the project 
has received strong sup- 


port from the project — not 


only at a public hearing two 
nights prior to the commit- 
tee meeting, but also from 
his constituents. 

“T’m in favor, 1,000 per- 
cent, of a new animal shel- 
ter. I myself will support it. 
I will support my ward, who 
has asked me to support it,” 
Harris said. “If I hear any 
differently over the next 
week or so, I certainly will 
rethink things, but right now 
I know the people in Ward 
6 have asked me to support 
this project.” 

Freedenfeld, a principal 


at Boston-based Freeden- 
feld & Associates opened 
the meeting by highlighting 
numerous animal shelters 
his firm has designed na- 
tionwide, including ones iu 
San Francisco and Orange 
County, Calif., which have 
more than 60,000 square 
feet of space inside. In total, 
Freedenfeld’s firm has de- 
signed more than 450 shel- 
ters across the U.S.

irresponsible line item,” he 
stated. “There is no Taj Ma- 
hal aspect to this. The pro- 
gram is very clear and very 
directed to what is in the 
best interest of the animals, 
the caretakers and the visi- 
tors.”

The patent office at 
first required a working 
model of an invention, 
but later, just. accurate 
drawings and details were 
enough. Victorians loved 
gadgets and_ specialty 
tools. There were hun- 
dreds of patents granted 
for apple peelers, lighting 
devices, corkscrews, fruit 
jars, washing machines, 
washboards, toasters, nap- 
kin rings and cooking pots, 
and today there are collec- 
tor clubs for almost every 
one of these specialties. 


An unusual all-wooden 
washboard was sold in 
2016 by Hess Auction 
Group. It has threaded 
wooden rollers instead of 
a corrugated metal or glass 
rubbing surface. The maple 
rollers rolled in opposite di- 
rections and, according to 
the ads, the “screw threads 
do all the work.” The first 
wooden rollers were made 
by the Hubbard Brothers, 
and the Mother Hubbard 
Roller Washboard was a 
popular item sold door-to- 
door in the early 1900s. 
The washboards weresno 
longer made after 1935, be- 
cause they were not needed 
if you had an electric wash- 
ing machine. At the 2016 
auction, a Mother Hubbard 
Patent Roller Washboard 
sold for $195.

Beware Of New Medicare Scams, 
Says Norfolk DA Michael Morrissey

Beginning in April of 2018, Medicare will stop using 
individual social security numbers for identification and 
will instead provide beneficiaries with new identification 
numbers called Medicare Beneficiary Identifiers (MBIs). 
The change is part of a larger effort to reduce seniors’ 
exposure to identity theft and fraud by better protecting 
coveted social security numbers. 

Although intended to protect victims from fraud and 
identify theft, scammers are using this Medicare change 
to scam seniors and rob them of their hard earned money. 
Scammers are calling Medicare beneficiaries pretending 
to be employed by Medicare and seeking to verify their 
Medicare number before’ Medicare can issue their new 
MBI. Believing they are taking important next steps in 
obtaining their new Medicare card, unsuspecting benefi- 
ciaries provide their old Medicare number to scammers. 
Unbeknown to the Medicare beneficiary, they just pro- 
vided their sensitive social security number to a scammer 
to exploit. 

Other Medicare beneficiaries are receiving telephone 
calls from scammers indicating they work for Medicare 
and threaten to shut off their Medicare benefits if they do 
not cooperate and verify their existing Medicare number. 
Others are being ordered to forward payment to scam- 
mers before they will receive their new Medicare card. 

It is important for beneficiaries to know that Medicare 
will not call you to obtain or verify your Medicare num- 


__ bers. They already have them. There is no “confusion” 


with your Medicare care number; regardless of what a 


caller might say. 
Each member’s new Medicare card will arrive without 
any action or payment on your part and will be mailed 


to the same mailing address that Medicare uses to corre- 


spond with you regularly. The new card will not change 
your current Medicare coverage or benefits. | 

If you receive a call from someone purporting to be 
from Medicare, hang up and report the call to Medicare 
at 1-800-MEDICARE (1-800-633-4227) and to the Mas- 
sachusetts Senior Medicare Patrol Program (MA SMP) at 
800-892-0890 or at www.MASMP.org. 

Please share this information with family and friends 
to protect them from such scams.

A new scam in the name of the Make-A-Wish Foun- 
dation is cropping up across the country. Someone from 
the “Consumer Protection Agency” (which does not ex- 
ist) will call to inform you you’ve won $450,000 as a 
second place winner in the Make-A-Wish Foundation 
Sweepstakes (which also does not exist). Guess what else 
doesn’t exist? The money! You’ll be asked to pay an up- 
front processing fee of $4,500. If you don’t have the cash, 
the caller will offer to loan it to you — you just need to 
supply your bank routing information for a wire transfer. 
A similar scam raked in $20 million when it was pulled 
seven years ago. If you get a call like this, hang up! 

SCAM ALERT #4: 

If you get an email from the IRS or FBI saying that 
you are “required” to complete a questionnaire regarding 
a new tax compliance law, click delete. It’s a fake and is 
intended to get you to click a link to said questionnaire. 
Once you do, you download “ransomware” which will 
hold the data on your computer hostage until you pay 
_the thieves to unlock it. Report any ransomware attempt 
“or attack to www.IC3.gov and forward any IRS-themed 
scams to phishing @irs.gov. 

Be a fraud fighter! If you can spot a scam, you can 
stop a scam.

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~ Williams Syndrome: Cause, Characterizations, Challenges

Williams syndrome (WS) . 


is a genetic condition that is 
present at birth and can af- 
fect anyone. It is caused by 
deletion- of genetic mate- 


rial from chromosome 7; 


the expunged area includes 
more than 25 genes and hot 
all may be deleted so in- 
dividuals may vary in the 
amount of genetic material 
removed. 

It is characterized by 
medical complications, in- 
cluding cardiovascular dis- 
ease, developmental delays, 
and learning challenges. 
These often occur alongside 
remarkable verbal abilities, 
highly social personalities 
and an affinity for music. 
WS affects 1 in 10,000 peo- 
ple worldwide, an estimated 
20,000 to 30,000 people in 
the United States, and oc- 
eurs equally in both males 
and females. 

Children with Williams 
syndrome tend_to be social, 
friendly and engaging. Ad- 
ditionally though, there are 
major struggles. Numerous 
babies have life-threatening 
cardiovascular problems 
and often children need ex- 
pensive and ongoing medi- 
cal care and early interven-

tions, such as speech and/ 
or occupational therapy. As 
they mature, they struggle 


with issues such as spa- 


tial relations, numbers, and 
abstract reasoning, which 
cause daily undertakings to 
become major challenges. 


As adults, most people with. 


Williams syndrome will re- 
quire supportive housing to 
live to their maximum po- 
tential. Many adults with 
WS contribute to their com- 
munities working as volun- 
teers or paid employees in 
selected fields. 

As people with Williams 
syndrome mature past the 
structure of school and fam- 
ily endeavors, they often 
experience extreme isola- 
tion which can develop into 
depression. They arg tre- 
mendously sociable and feel 
the normal need to connect 
with others; however people 
with Williams syndrome of- 
ten don’t process the usual. 
social cues, resulting in dif- 
ficulty forming long-lasting 
relationships. 

There are a multitude of 
physical features and medi- 
cal challenges which are 
common to Williams syn- 


drome. However, keep in 
mind that every child is an 
individual, the number of 
features present and which 
features are exhibited varies 
from child to child. 

Most young children 
with Williams syndrome 
are described as having 
comparable facial charac- 
teristics. These features in- 
clude a small upturned nose, 
long upper lip length, wide 
mouth, full lips, small chin, 
and eye puffiness. Blue and 
green-eyed children with 
Williams syndrome can pos- 
sess a prominent “starburst” 
or white lacy pattern on their 
iris. Facial features are more 
apparent with progression in 
age. eee 

The majority of individu- 
als with Williams syndrome 
typically have some form of 
heart or blood vessel issue. 
Characteristically, there is 
narrowing in the aorta pro- 
ducing supravalvular aortic 
stenosis (SVAS), or nar- 
rowing in the pulmonary 
arteries. There is an exten- 
sive range in the degree’-of 
narrowing; varying from 
trivial to severe that may re- 
quire surgical modification

of the defect. Since there is 
an intensified risk for de- 
velopment of blood vessel 
narrowing or high blood 
pressure, as time goes on, 
periodic monitoring of car- 
diac status is essential. 
Some young children 
with Williams syndrome 
can experience elevated 
blood calcium level. The 
exact frequency and cause 
of this problem is unde- 
fined. Hypercalcemia can 
cause extreme irritability 
or “colic-like” symptoms. 
Occasionally, dietary or 
medical treatment is neces- 
sary, however in most cases, 
the problem resolves itself 


during childhood. Still, a~ 


permanent abnormality in 
calcium or Vitamin D me- 
tabolism may still exist and 
necessitates lifelong moni- 
toring. 

Most children with 
Williams syndrome have 
a somewhat lower birth- 
weight than their siblings. 
Sluggish weight gain, espe- 
cially during the first several 
years of life, is also a wide- 
spread problem and many 
children are ultimately diag- 
nosed as “failure to thrive”. 
Adult stature is ordinarily 
smaller than average also. 
Feeding problems are also 
customary in infants and 


young children with WS,— 


these problems have been 
correlated with low muscle 
tone, severe gag reflex, poor 


suck/swallow and_ tactile 


defensiveness. These dif- 
ficulties tend to resolve as 
the children get older. Many 
infants with Williams sy# 
drome have an extended 
period of colic or irritability 
that typically lasts from 4 to 
10 months of age, then re- 
solves. Abnormal sleep pat- 
terns with hindered acquisi-

tion of sleeping through the 
night may be associated with 
the colic. Extreme irritabil- 
ity may also be the result of 
hypercalcefnia in some chil- 
dren with WS. 

Dental abnormalities are 
seen quite often in children 
with Williams syndrome. 
Slightly smaller, widely 
spaced teeth are common, 
as well as a variety of abnor- 
malities. of occlusion (bite), 
tooth shape or appearance. 
Most of these dental chang- 
es are readily responsive to 
orthodontic adjustment. 

Inguinal (groin) and um- 
bilical hernias are more fre- 
quent in Williams syndrome 
than in the general popula- 
tion and there is a slightly 
increased incidence of prob- 
lems with kidney structure 
and/or function. 

Children with Williams 
syndrome often have more 
sensitive hearing than other 
children; particular frequen- 
cies Or noise intensities can 
be painful and/or startling to 
the individual. This disorder 
often improves with age. 

Low muscle tone and 
joint laxity may be evident 
in young children with Wil- 
liams syndrome and as the 
children get older, joint 
stiffness (contractures) may 
develop. Physical therapy 
is extremely beneficial in 
enhancing muscle tone, 
strength and joint range of 
motion. 

Most people with Wil- 
liams syndrome will have 
mild to severe learning vari- 
ances and cognitive chal- 
lenges. Young children with 
Williams syndrome often 
encounter developmental 
delays, subsequently; mile- 


stones such as walking, talk- 


ing and toilet training are of- 
ten accomplished somewhat

later than is deemed normal. 
Distractibility is a common 
predicament in mid-child- 
hood, which can improve as 
the children get older. 
Older children and adults 
with Williams syndrome of- 
ten demonstrate intellectual 
assets and drawbacks. There 
are specific intellectual ar- 
eas such as speech, long 


term memory, and social 


skills in which performance 
is quite solid, while other in- 
tellectual areas such as fine 
motor and spatial relations 
may demonstrate significant 
weaknesses. Those living 
with and caring for individu- 
als with Williams syndrome, 
reveal that this group has a 
very endearing personality. 
They have a unique strength 
in their expressive language 
skills, and are tremendously 
polite. They are stereotypi- 
cally fearless of strangers 
and show a greater relevance 
in having contact with adults 
than with their peers. 
-While there is no cure for 
Williams syndrome, numer- 
ous families benefit froma 
team approach where mul- 
tiple doctors experienced in 
Williams syndrome collabo- 
rate to maximize the child’s 
health, development and 
overall quality of life.

While superstitions play an important part in the Friday 
the 13th jitters, we offer a different approach to this “un 
lucky” day with 13 fearless things to know about your So- 
cial Security number and card. 

1. Your Social Security number is your link to Retire- 
ment or Disability benefits since we use it to record your 
wages and earnings. 

2. There is no charge to obtain a Social Security number 
and card. This service is free. 

3. We keep your records confidential and don’t disclose 
your number to anyone, except when the law requires, or 
when your information connects you with other government 
health or social services programs. 

4.To prevent identity theft, keep your Social Security 
card in a safe place with your other important papers and be 
careful about sharing your number. If asked for your num- 
ber, find out why your number is needed, how it will be 
used, and what happens if you refuse to provide it. 

5. While you need a Social Security number to get a job 
or for other services, you often don’t need to show your So- 
cial Security card. Many organizations can verify your So- 
cial Security number directly with us. 

6. If your Social Security card is lost, you can replace it 
up to three times a year with a lifetime limit of 10 replace- 
ment cards. Legal name changes and other exceptions will 
not count toward these limits. 

7. You can request a replacement Social Security card 
with the ease and convenience of our online services if you 
have a my Social Security account and meet our qualifica- 
tions. Visit www.socialsecurity.gov/myaccount. 

8. If you suspect someone is using your number for work 
purposes, contact us to report the problem so we can review 
your earnings and verify that our records are correct. You 
also may view your annual earnings by accessing your So- 
cial Security Statement, one of the many services available 
with a my Social Security account. 

9. If you suspect someone is misusing your number to 
create credit or other problems for you, report the identify 
theft with the Federal Trade Commission (FTC) at www. 
identitytheft.gov or by calling 1-877-IDTHEFT. We also 
recommend that you contact the Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) if fraudulent tax refunds or reporting is involved, 

" quickly file a complaint with the Internet Crime Complaint 
Center (IC3) at www.ic3.gov, and monitor your credit re- 
ports. 

10. The nine-digit Social Security number was initiated 
in 1936 for tracking workers’ earnings over the course of 
their lifetimes for benefits, not with the intent of’ personal 
identification..Since 1936, we have issued over 30 different 
versions of the Social Security number card. 

11. Until June 2011, the first three digits of a Social Se- 


curity number were determined by the geographical region . 


in which the person lived. Numbers were assigned begin- 
ning in the northeast and moving westward. Residents on 
the east coast often have lower numbers than those on the 
west coast. Any number beginning with 000 will never be a 
valid Social Security number. 

12. Beginning in June 2011, we assigned Social Secu- 
rity numbers randomly, which protects the integrity of the 
Social Security number, eliminates the geographical signifi- 
cance of the first three digits of the Social Security number, 
and extends the longevity of the nine-digit Social Security 
number. 


13. Since November 1936, we have issued 453.7 million _

Should I Retire Now 
Or Maximize?

Dear Rusty: I am 66, born 5/17/51, and planning for 
filing for my social security benefit. My husband is 60 and 
will be working for the next 7-10 years. We have our own 
corporation; he is a clinical psychologist and I work for the 


corporation as office manager. I will still continue to work. © 
I am hoping to invest half of the SS check and use the other 


half for house projects, mortgage, and travel. Is there any- 
thing particular I need to know to apply or how I apply to 
maximize the most money? Our financial planner said fil- 
ing or waiting was up to me. We are behind in saving for 
retirement, but also want to travel while we still are healthy 
enough to do so. Signed: Wanting to know more 

Dear Wanting: Yes it is, indeed, a dilemma trying to 
decide when to start your Social Security benefits. Keep in 
mind that for each month you wait beyond your full retire- 
ment age of 66, you are earning a 2/3rds of 1% increase in 
the amount of your Social Security benefit. That equates to 
8% increase per year, and that can continue up until your 
reach age 70. At age 70, you would get 132% of the benefit 
you were entitled to when you turned 66. Since your birthday 
is in May, as of right now you’ ve earned an additjonal 2% in 
“delayed retirement credits” (DRCs), and if you wait until 
the first of October to apply you’ll get another 2/3rd of 1% 
increase in your benefit. Since Social Security doesn’t com- 
pute delayed retirement credits until January of each year, if 
you apply now you wouldn’t actually see the higher benefit 
until your January payment (which you would get in Febru- 


ary). And even though you don’t get the DRC increase until 


January, you won’t earn additional DRC’s for the months 


between when you apply and January when they recalculate 


your benefit. Obviously losing these DRC’s doesn’t amount 
to a lot of money monthly, but you’d get the increase for the 
rest of your life so it would add up over time. Just as obvi- 
ously, it’s hard these days to earn more than 8% on any in- 
vestment, but that’s clearly a judgment only you can make. 
When you do finally decide to apply, you can do so online 
by opening an online “My Social Security” account at ssa. 
gov, via telephone at 1-800-772-1213, or in person at your 
local Social Security office. 

You said that your husband is 60 and plans to continue 
working. One thing for him to keep in mind is that if he 
starts Social Security before his full retirement age of 66 + 
6 months, his earnings from work will be subject to Social 
Security’s “earnings limit” ($16,920 for 2017) which, if he 
exceeds it , will cause his Social Security benefits to be re- 
duced by $1 for every $2 he earns over the limit. You don’t 


have that worry because you’ve already reached your full 


retirement age of 66 so you’re not subject to the earnings 
test. 


Choosing when to apply for Social Security is a decision 


only you can make. There’s a lot to be said for enjoying the 
money while you’re younger, but to maximize your benefits 
(which you asked about) a case can also be made for waiting 
a little longer. I hope this gives you . information to 
make an informed decision.

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City Officials Team Up With MA Dept. Of Public Health

Quincy school officials 
hayg teamed up with the 
state Department of Public 
Health’s Oral Health Unit 
to provide in-school dental 
programs that brings dental 
care to the students. 

This fall, the district 
began a pilot program, “Big 
Smiles,” at the Clifford Mar- 
shall School. The program, 
part of the Smile Massachu- 


setts program, provides full 
dental treatments including 
cleanings, sealants, x-rays, 
fillings and extractions. 
“This program provides 
oral health to children who 
may not regularly see a den- 
tist,” the district’s health ser- 
vice coordinator Rita Bailey 
told the school committee 
on Sept. 27. “Licensed den- 
tists and dental assistants 
provide all necessary treat- 


ment and care.” 

A dentist, along with a 
hygienist and a dental as- 
sistant, set up a mobile den- 
tal office at the school. The 
mobile office has state-off- 
the-art equipment including 
a portable digital x-ray ma- 
chine that uses less radiation 
than older x-ray devices, a 
portable dental unit with an 
air compressor and self-con- 
tained water source.and suc- 


Restaurant To Replace 
~ ‘Clash Of The Ash’

A new restaurant will 
open in the coming months 
in the Quincy Center loca- 
tions that was previously 
the home of the Clash of the 
Ash before it closed earlier 
this year after city officials 
revoked the bar‘ssliquor li- 
cense. 

The Board of License 
Commissioners on Sept. 
26 unanimously approved 
transferring the all alcohol 
license previously held by 
the Clash of the Ash to the 
new restaurant, Triumph, 
which will move into the 
former barroom at 1464- 
1466 Hancock St. The new 
restaurant will be permitted 
to open from 11 a.m. to 1 
a.m. seven days a week. 

City Clerk Nicole Crispo 
said that while the licensing 
board had revoked the Clash 
of the Ash’s license in Janu- 
ary for serving alcohol to a - 
minor, an appellate hearing 
with the Massachusetts Al- 
coholic Beverage Control 
Commission on the matter 
had yet to take place. The 
bar was ordered to close im- 
mediately at that time. 

David Paratore, the at- 
torney for Triumph owner 


Matthew Freid, said the new 
eatery would be a casual 
dining restaurant offering 
new American cuisine. 

“He’s got a pretty long 
history of restaurant man- 
agement, both here in Mas- 
sachusetts as well as pre- 
viously in Pennsylvania,” 
Paratore said of Tfeid. “It’s 
been all restaurant work, not 
nightclub work. He has no 
intention of operating that 
as a nightclub.” 

Freid has worked at Bos- 
ton’s Capo Restaurant, jm 
Curley, and The Beehive, 
among others. 

“His resume is fairly ex- 
tensive as far as restaurant 
work is considered,” Para- 
tore said. mad 

Freid plans to renovate 
the space, Paratore said, and 
that work is expected to take 
about two weeks to com- 
plete. Paratore said the hope 


is for the new restaurant to - 


have the same capacity as 
Clash of Ash, 200 occu- 
pants, but that could change 
depending on the final build- 
ing plans. 

Quincy officials revoked 
the Clash of the Ash’s li- 
cense in January after the 
bar served alcohol to a mi-

nor in November 2016, and 
ordered-it to close immedi- 
ately because its license had 
already been revoked pend- 
ing appeal. 

The bar’s license ‘had 
previously been revoked by 
city officials in April 2016 
after a minor was found in 
possession of alcohol inside 
the barroom the month pri- 
or, but the ABCC rescinded 
that punishment, finding it 
to be too harsh; on remand, 
the licensing board imposed 
a 10-day suspension in Feb- 
ruary with credit for time 
served. 

In other business Sept. 
26, the Board of License 
Commissioners approved a 
special use permit/all alco- 
hol for Fright Island LLC, 
which will operate a ghost 
ship on 19 days between 
Sept. 29 and Oct. 3 

The ghost ship will be 
open Thursdays to Sundays, 
except for the final week 
when it would be Wednes- 
day to Monday for Hallow- 
een. The proposed hours 
are 7 p.m. to midnight on 
Fridays and Saturdays and 
7 p.m. to 11 p.m. on other 
nights.

be needed. 

Clifford Marshall nurse, 
Jordie Sullivan, said healthy 
teeth and gums are vital to 
good overall health. 

“Poor dental health leads 
to tooth loss, tooth decay, 
gum disease, speech im- 
pairments and eventually 
can lead to heart disease,” 
she said. “Taking care of 
teeth is a very important 
part of keeping our children 
healthy.” 

Sullivan said a majority 
of children who are on Mass. 
Health insurance do not get 
regular dental checkups 

“For every Mass Health 
student at school,44 percent 
are regularly seen by a den- 
tist,” she said. “That means 
56 percent are not seen 
regularly by a dentist or at 
all. Of those 56 percent, 60 
percent of them are not be- 
ing treated.” 

The “Big Smiles” pro- 
gram is being offered to 
supplement the  district’s 
dental screenings through 
the state Department of Pub- 
lic Health. The screenings 
are conducted by a hygien- 
ist who performs exams and 
cleanings and applies seal- 
ants and fluoride. 

The screening program is

offered districtwide to pre- 
kindergarten and kindergar- 
ten students and grades 2, 6, 
8 and 9 at no cost to families. 
Last year, more than 1,000 
students were screened and 
nearly 400 sealants applied. 
This program is underway 
and will continue through 
the school year. 

Sullivan said while the 
screenings are effective, ad- 
ditional care is needed. She 
noted that last year during 
the screenings, the hygienist 


referred 70 students to den-~ 


tists, but only four went. 

“It became apparent to 
me that most of my students 
lack that critical step of 
seeing a dentist,’ she said. 
“They would get a refer- 
ral that they needed to see 
a dentist but they would 
not go to a dentist. This is a 
problem.” 

Sullivan said she ap- 
proached Bailey who then 
found the state dental pro- 
gram. They met with Smile 
Massachusetts officials last 
spring and were able to of- 


fer the program this fall. 


The mobile unit’s visited the 
school on Sept. 11. 

Sullivan said that a total 
of 75 students were seen 


during the visit. There were - 


54 sealants applied, 79 fill- 
ings and three extractions. 
As an example of stu- 
dent’s experience, Sullivan 
gave a snapshot of one kin- 
dergarten student who was 
examined. He had an x-ray 


‘taken that found cavities. 


Fillings were then performed 
and the student was back in 
class a half hour later. 
“Within 30 minutes, he 
was smiling and back in 
class,” she said. “This was 
his third day of school, ever,

in a new building and we’re 
bringing him in to see the 
dentist. How scary that must 
have been forhim.”  __ 

Sullivan said the dentist 
and his team put the chil- 
dren at ease. She said the 
children were told they are 
superheroes and that x-ray 
machine would laser their 
teeth. Children were shown 
their x-rays and any cavities 
were pointed out. She said 
all the students did well. 

“I didn’t see one tear,” 
she said. 

Sullivan said the program 
was successful. 

“One hundred percent of 
the students’ dental needs 
were met,” she said. 

Having the in-school mo- 
bile dentist program, Sul- 
livan explained, decreases 
the amount of time students 
miss class as well as parents 
missing work for dental vis- 
its. 

“When children go to the ~ 
dentist they can sometimes 
miss a whole day of school 
and parents miss a whole 
day of work,” she said. 

Sullivan said the program 
will return in March. 

“We expect a_ higher 
student participation,” she 
said. 

In another matter, Execu- 
tive Director of Career and 
Technical Education Keith 
Segalla informed the com- 
mittee that the South Shore 
YMCA is offering “Splash,” 
a- learn-to-swim program 
for second grade students. 
Merrymount and Atherton 
Hough grade 2 students will 
begin the six-week program 
on Oct. 17. The program is a 
collaborative effort with the 
district and the South Shore 
YMCA.

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Councillors Want Developers

be exempt from the require- 
ment provided the owner of 
the home planned to reside 
on site for at least one year 
after construction. 

Money in the fund could 
be used on a number of 


items, according to the text ~ 


of the home rule petition, 
‘including traffic studies, 
road safety audits, signal- 
ized intersection inventory, 
equipment repairs, analysis 
and improvements to traffic 
and parking infrastructure in 
the city, and “all things nec- 
essary to correct, remedy, 
repair, and improve traffic 
flow, pedestrian safety and 
bicycle safety” citywide. 

Appropriations from the 
fund would require a re- 
quest from the mayor and 
approval by a majority of 
city Councillors. 

The new traffic and 
parking rehabilitation fund 
would be similar to the city’s 
sewer rehabilitation fund, 
Hughes said at Monday’s 
meeting; developers pay up 
to 1 percent of construction 


costs into the sewer fund. 
The new account was pro- 
posed because of concerns 
— raised by councillors and 
residents alike — over the 
state of roads and sidewalks 
in Quincy. - 

“This is in response to 
what I think many of us have 
been talking about over the 
last year and been hearing 
from a lot of folks across 
the city,” said Hughes, the 
council president. 

“The condition of our 
streets and sidewalks is al- 
ways something we talk 
about, particularly as ward 
councillors, but never is it 
more evident than when we 
come into neighborhoods to 
do developments.” 

Hughes, who represents 
Ward 5 on the council, said 
ward councillors often talk 
with residents about the 
impact development has 
in their districts, and creat- 
ing the traffic rehabilitation 
fund would provide a way 
for developers to ease some 
of those impacts. 

“We spend a great deal of 
time explaining about proj- 


ects and the impact that they 
will have on traffic, parking, 
our streets and our side- 
walks,” Hughes said.. 

“This would be a great 
opportunity for folks com- 
ing into the city getting the 
benefit of Quincy to give 
back to the community and 
to help ease the burden of 
so much increased traffic, 


increased foot travel and re- | 


ally just the increased devel- 
opment in our city.” 


Chris Walker, -Koch’s 


spokesman, said the mayor 


is reviewing the home rule 
petition and had yet to de- 
cide if he will endorse it 
should the council pass the 
measure. 

“The mayor is going to 
take a look at it. He certainly 


_ appreciates the work that the 


council has put into this and 


the thought that they’ve put — 


into this,” Walker said short- 
ly after Monday’s meeting. 

“Tt’s certainly worth sub- 
stantive review and when 
that review is complete 
he’ll make a determination 
on whether or not he’ll sign 
it.”

laston Center. 

The new overlay district 
encourages mixed-use de- 
velopment — buildings with 
first-floor storefronts and 
multi-family housing or of- 
fice space above. 

“This really sets the stage 
for developers to be attract- 
ed, to want to develop in 
the Wollaston Center area,” 
Hughes said. 

“{It also] protects the in- 
tegrity of the neighborhood 
and protects the integrity 
of that downtown feel and 
that small business district 
feel, but make it something 
vibrant, something alive, 
something we can all go to 
and continue to shop like we 
used to many years ago.” 

Hughes said the Wollas- 
ton Center area is primed 
for development and said 
now is the perfect time to in- 
troduce the proposal, given 
the MBTA plans to renovate 
the Red Line station in Wol- 
laston over the next several 


years, a project that will re- 
quire the station to be closed 
for 20 months starting in 
December. 

Chris Walker, a spokes- 
man for Mayor Thomas 


Koch, said the administra- 


tion is backing the proposal 


and has worked with Hughes 
on the changes. 
“It’s something both 


the council and the mayor 
have been talking about for 
some time, and we give a 
lot of credit to the councillor 
for moving this forward,” 
Walker said following the 
council meeting. 

“It’s time for something 
to get done in Wollaston 


Center and this will create - 


the framework really to tap 
the full potential of Wollas- 
ton Center.” 

The overlay district 
would reduce parking re- 
quirements for new devel- 
opment. Buildings would 
be limited to three or five 
stories, depending on their 
location — Hughes’ proposal 
did not include boundar- 


ies for the overlay district, 
which is something the 
council would work on. 
New developments in the 
overlay area would require 
approval from the Planning 


*Board. The board’s design 


guidelines for Quincy Cen- 
ter would apply in Wollas- 
ton Center, unless different 
design guidelines were ad- 
ofted for the latter district. 
New developments 
would be required to be 
pedestrian-friendly to en- 
courage walking and the use 
of public transportation. Pe- 
destrian-friendly measures 
include the use of glass on 


. the first floor — the proposal 


says ground floor facades 
should be 25 to 50 percent 
transparent — and locating 
doors near crosswalks and 
paths to bus stops or the T 
station. Covered parking on 
the lower floors of buildings 
and grade-level parking are 
discouraged where the park- 
ing area would face public 
streets, parks or pedestrian 
paths.

8.5.8 Special Permit and Site Plan Approval Criteria. 


The Planning Board shall not approve a special permit or site plan unless it finds that all 
of the following additional criteria are met: 


1. The Planning Board has adopted the Quincy Center District Design Guidelines, 
dated November 2005 and the Quincy Center District Urban Revitalization and Redevelop- 
ment Plan, dated May 7, 2007, both as may be amended, which guidelines shall be used in 
implementing this subsection, until such time — if ever- the board devises specifically tailored 
guidelines for this district. Those guidelines shall be provided to every permit applicant seek- 
ing a permit or site plan approval within the Wollaston Center District, who shall be required 
to show compliance with these guidelines as part of any application. The Planning Board

>. For mixed-use projects in the Wollaston Center District, the applicant must estab- 
lish that the proposed uses are to be located with structure(s) in a manner that promotes 
ease of use and access, and consistency with the surrounding uses/architecture; e.g., retail 
uses should front onto a street, new housing shall be consistent with any adjacent existing y 
residential use in terms of density, style of architecture, etc. 


3. Any development within the Wollaston Center District should be pedestrian friendly, 
Cont'd On Page 33 
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as the development of the Wollaston Center District will be enhanced to the extent such 
development involves limited vehicular access; and, should be consonant with the develop- 
ment goals for the district. Indicators of compliance with this criterion include 


a. Ground floors, particularly where they have public streets, public parks, and pub- 
licly accessible pathways, consist of spaces that are actively inhabited by people, such as 


retail stores, consumer service businesses and restaurants, general office, educational or , 


residential uses. Where a mix of activities are accommodated in a building, the more active 
uses are encouraged facing public streets, parks and pathways.

An Act Establishing a Special Account for 
the City of Quincy

SECTION 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of any general or special regulation, rule or 
law to the contrary, the City of Quincy is hereby authorized to establish a special account to 
be known as the “City of Quincy Traffic and Parking Rehabilitation and Improvement Fund’. 
The purpose of such fund is to provide revenue for the funding of traffic studies, road safety 
audits, signalized intersection inventory, equipment repairs, analysis and improvements to 
traffic and parking infrastructure in the City of Quincy and provide revenues to do all things 
necessary to Correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow, pedestrian safety and bicycle 
safety throughout the City. Such special account shall be maintained by the City Treasurer 
of said City in a banking institution doing business in the Commonwealth, and expenditures 
from such special account shall be made subject to appropriation initiated by the Mayor upon 
the recommendation of the Commissioner of Traffic, Parking, and Lighting of said City and 
approved by a majority vote of the City Council. 

Contributions to such account shall be made by applicants for building permits for the 
construction, erection, improvement, reuse or rehabilitation of land or the buildings thereon 
for industrial, commercial, multi-family and residential uses. Excluded however, shall be one, 
two and three family residence(s) if the owner will occupy said residence for at least one year 
from the date of completion. The method and amount of such contribution from said private 
souroes shall be as determined by ordinance, but shall not exceed one percent of estimates 
construction costs. Said ordinance shall provide for the method of determining the amount 
of each contribution from such applicants based upon their anticipated number of occupants 
by each and for the particular kind of development contemplated. 

Appropriation from time to time may be made by said City into said special account for 
the purpose of providing additional funds for aforesaid improvements to do all things neces- 
Sary to correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow and pedestrian safety throughout the 
City- 

Said City Treasurer shall be authorized to invest monies in said special account and 
the interest accruing shall inure to the benefit of the special account. Such account shall be 
maintained in accordance with generally accepted principals and shall be audited annually 
with the cost of such audit charged to said account. 

SECTION 2. The Director of Traffic, Parking Alarm and Lighting for the said City may 
make applications for available state and federal government grants for improvements to do 
all things necessary to correct, remedy, repair and improve traffic flow and pedestrian safety 
throughout the City and to pledge any and all such sums of money in said special account 


with the City for any such matching .grants for the construction, improvement, repair and — 


rehabilitation of said traffic equipment and infrastructure. * 

SECTION 3. The City Auditor shall file jointly with the City Council, the Mayor, the Trea- 
surer of said City, and with the Bureau of Accounts, a written report relative to such special 
account established in Section 1.

ford feud allegedly began in 
1945, when Crawford was 
dropped from her MGM con- 
tract after 25 years, and was 
able to talk Warner Broth- 
ers studio head Jack Warner 
into letting her be “Mildred 
Pierce” (1945). Her first film 
of a four-picture deal for 
Warners was the non-paying 
benefit film “Hollywood 
Canteen” (Bette Davis’ pet 
project). Davis considered 
“Mildred Pierce” the one 
that got away,” and she felt 
Crawford stole it from her, 
alohg with the Oscar she 
would have won for it. 


Only one actress depicted 
in “Feud: Bette and Joan” is 
alive today (Crawford died 
in 1977 at 71, and Davis 
died in 1989 at 81). To add 
narrative to the eight-part 
mini-series, producers used 
Oscar-winners Catherine Ze- 
ta-Jones as Olivia de Havil- 
land and Kathy Bates as Joan 
Blondell (who died in 1979 
at 73). They never expected 
de Havilland, at 101 years

“The series made me look 
like a gossip who exploited 
others for her own gain, 
and despite being the only 
living person portrayed in 
the show, I wasn’t consult- 
ed,” de Havilland said.

Before Bobbleheads, There 
Were ‘Nodders’--- Two 
types of collectors bid for a 
porcelain figure of a well- 
dressed French couple that 
was sold at a Southern auc- 
tion in 2016. A 14-inch- 


high Asian sorcerer and 


his companion wearing 
brightly decorated clothes 
were “nodders.” The heads 
moved and looked as if 
they were nodding “yes” 
when the figures were 
moved. Nodders were 
first made in China in the 
late 1600s, often showing 
a smiling, agreeable Bud- 
dha. By Victorian times in 
England, toys were made 
with nodding heads, as 
well as decorative porce- 
lain figures of all kinds that 
could nod “yes” or “no” or 


- even have hands playing a 


piano. 


Because of the nodders’ 
entertainment as well as 
decorative value, they were 
collected in the 1900s. 
Many new and fake nod- 
ders-appeared on the mar- 
ket. The second group of 
bidders probably collected 
porcelains by Jacob Petit’s 
company, a French firm 
that made many decorative 
porcelains from the early 
1800s to 1862. The suc- 
cessful ‘bid for the nodder 
was $562.

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City Plans Fines Hike 
On Illegal Parking 


The cost of illegal parking may be going up. 

Members of the Traffic Commission met with Mayor 
Arthur H. Tobin to discuss a draft plan that would divide 
the city into zones carrying fines of $10, $5 and $3 for 


_ illegal parking. 


The Red Zone ($10) would be in the business areas 
and around the MBTA stations. The Yellow Zones ($5) 
along the city’s main arteries and the White Zone ($3) in 
residential areas. 

Tobin said it is hoped to have the draft plan ready as 
an ordinance for the Nov. 16 meeting of the City Council 
so the plan can be in effect by the Christmas season if the 
Council approves. 

“We have to stop Quincy from becoming the dump- 
ing ground for MBTA parkers,” said Police Chief Paul 
LaHive, a member of the commission. 

ESTIMATED TAX BILLS 
IN MAIL BY END OF MONTH 

Estimated tax bills should be in the mail to Quincy prop- 
erty owners before the end of October. 

Governor Edward J. King last week signed legislation 
permitting 102 Cities and towns that have not completed the ~ 
revaluation process to send out estimated bills in their first 
mailings. 

Then, once the actual tax rate is established, the adjust- 
ments will be made during the second mailings in May. 

Assessor Patricia Ceriani said the estimated bills that are
